th»  OttoDfian  power  would  be  sealed,

A  large  partpr  of  gentlemen  representing 
almost  eve^y  State  in  the  Union,  all  iden- 
tified with  the  Farmers'  Congress,  mot  at 
St.  Paul,  and  were  in  session  two  days. 
It  was  remarked  that  one  not  informed 
would  never  have  imagined  that  the  ma- 
jority o^  the  passenger^  wore  representa- 
tives ol  the  agricultural  class.  The 
delegates  looked  like  well-to-do  coun- 
try merchants  and  more  or  less  success- 
ful politicians  than  a  band  ot  farmers.  As 
one  gentleman  aboard  the  train  remarked, 
"Tho  delegates    do    not    look    like  horny 


do 
jianded  sons  of  toil."  It  is  probable  that 
tho  prosperous  appearance  of  tho  farmers 
was  simply  an  evidence  that  the  men  en- 
gaged in  agriculture  in  the  United  States 
will  compare  favorably  with  those  pursu- 
ing any  ot  the  learned  professions,  and 
that  their  labors  are  C(|ually  fruitful  of  a 
competency,  and  even  larger  wealth,  asare 
tho  labors  ot  those  engaged  in  mercantile 
and  professional  ventures. 

Tho  first  session  was  hold  at  the  State 
Fair  Grounds  whither  they  were  carried 
free  by  the  Manitoba  railroad.  Occupying 
tho  platform  were  Robert  Beverly,  of  Va., 
president  ot  the  congress;  B.  CTayton,  secre- 
tary; J.  Bard  Beverly,  assistant  secretary; 
Ji  B.  Cannon  ot  Indianapolis,  treasurer; 
Springer  Harbaugh,  vice  president  front 
^lihnesotH;  Gov.  Hubbard,  Mayor  Rice  ot 
St.  Paul,  II.  C.  Judson,  secretary  of  the 
State  fair  association,  and  Henry  Wallace 
Of  Iowa. 

The  members  were  welcomed  in  the  usual 
way  by  Gov.  Hubbard,  Mayor  Rice  of  St. 
Paul,  and  Mayoi:  Ames  of  Minneapolis  and 
suitable  responses  were  made.  President 
Beverly  then  delivered  his  annual  address, 
and  was  followed  by  the  introduction  of 
a  flood  ot  resolutions,  much  debate,  and 
the  appointment  ot  committees. 

On  the  second  day  the  committee  on  res- 
olutions presented  a  long  series,  and  the 
day  was  epent  in  discussions.  The  follow- 
ing are  among  those  finally  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  congress  ot  the  United 
States  be  and  is  hereby  requested  to  pass 
an  act  creating  tho  office  ot  secretary  of 
agriculture,  with  all  the  emoluments  and 
privileges  of  other  cabinet  officers. 

Resolved,  That  the  congress  ot  the  United 
States  be  requested  to  extend  the  benefits 
Ot  the  signal  service  to  all  stations  and  to 
all  portions  of  the  United  States  permeat- 
ed by  the  telegraph,  for  the  benefit  ot  agri- 
culture. 

Resolved,  That  this  farmers'  congress 
earnestly  recommends  to  tho  congress  ot 
the  United  States  the  prompt  exercise  of 
its  constitutional  power  to  regulate  com- 
merce among  the  states  in  such  manner  as 
to  protect  the  productive  industries  of  the 
country. 

Resolved,  This  congress  looks  with  much 
favor  upon  the  law  recently  passed  by  the 
United  States  congress  in  reference  to  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  oleomargarine, 
and  recommends  the  enforcement  of  the 
law,  glucose  to  bo  placed  under  a  similar 
tax. 

Itesolved,  That  we  recommend  the  res- 
toration of  the  wool  tariff  ot  1867. 

Resolved,  That  the  legislatures  ot  the 
different  states  be  respectfully  but  earnest- 
ly urged  to  pass  such  laws  as  may  be 
necessary  to  prevent  what  is  commonly 
called  ''dealing  in  futures,"  so  tar  as  relates 
to  agricultural  productions  of  every  de- 
scription. 

Resolved,  That  the  farmers'  congress  rec- 
ommends to  the  congress  ot  the  United 
States  that  the  sum  of  $3,000,000,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  ap- 
propriated to  stamp  out  contagious  dis- 
eases that  may  exist,  and  that  the  legisla- 
tures of  the  several  states  ot  the  Union  are 
respectfully  requested  to  co-operate,  etc. 

Resolved,  That  wo  most  earnestly  urge 
upon  congress  the  necessity  ot  the  speedy 
and  complete  development  of  the  system 
ot  waterways  of  the  whole  country  includ- 
ing the  Mississippi  river,  as  being  equally 
important  to  all  the  great  interests— com- 
mercial, industrial  and  agricultural. 

A  plan  for  the  incorporation  ot  the  con- 
gress was  adopted,  as  lOllows: 

Resolve<l,  That  acommittee  of  one  from 
each  state  bo  appointed  to  ask  ot  congress 
the  passage  of  an  act  incorporating  the 
Farmers'  Congress  ot  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  the  fanners  ot  all  tho 
states  ot  the  Union  be  earnestly  rccpiested 
by  the  committee  named  in  the  foregoing 
resolution  to  organize,  in  each  state,  a 
farmers'  assembly,  under  such  constitu- 
tion as  the  farmers  ol  each  state  may  see 
fit  to  adopt,  and  thatsuch farmers'  assem- 
bly shall  bo  incorporated  under  the  laws 
ot  each  state  respectively. 

Resolved,  That  every  such  farmers'  as- 
semtly  shall  bo  entitled  to  send  represen- 
tatives to  this  congress,  as  follows:  Ono 
representative  for  each  member  ot  the 
house  ot  representatives  and  one  represen- 
tative for  each  senator  ot  the  senate  ot 
the  United  States. 

This  congress  respectfully'  recommends 
that  tho  farmers'  assembly  ot  each  state 
meet  in  ann  ual  session  at  the  capital  of 
the  respective  states  during  the  session  ot 
the  legislature,  and  that  the  representa- 
tives to  this  congress  shall  be  elected  by 
such  assembly. 

Resolved,  That  each  delegateto  this  con- 
gress be  requested  to  urge  local  organiza- 
tion among  the  farmers  ot  their  respective 
districts. 

Tho  question  ot  a  place  of  next  meeting 
was  then  considered.  Wastington,  New 
Orleans,  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  I'ittsburg,  In- 
dianapolis, Baltimore  were  mentioned, and 
after  a  protracted  canvass  Chicago  was 
selected  by  a  vote  ot  162  to  84. 

After  the  adjournment  most  of  the  mem- 
bers accepted  invitatihns  tor  excursions  to 
the  northwest. 


Bxploslon  of  a  Powder   Magrazln*  In  Chl> 
caeo. 

At  9:15  o'clock  Aug.  29th,  in  the  midst 
ot  a  heavy  thunder  storm,  the  powder 
magazine  belonging  to  tho  Laflin-Rand 
Powder  company  of  Chicago  was  struck 
by  lightning.  An  explosion  followed  which 
destroyed  property  valued  at  $75,000,  be- 
si<les  killing  one  person  instantly,  fatally 
injuring  four  and  infiicting  painful  injuries 
on  nearly  twenty-five  others.  The  com- 
bined efforts  of  a  hard-fought  battle,  a  cy- 
clone and  the  withering  influence  of  light- 
ning could  not  have  presented  a  picture 
ot  more  abject  desolation  and  destruction 
than  did  the  country  for  a  halt  a  mile  in 
all  directions  from  the  exploded  magazine. 
The  scene  of  the  catastrophe  is  about  two 
miles  from  the  extreme  southwestern  edge 
ot  the  city,  near  where  Archer  avenue  set- 
tles down  into  a  conventional  country 
highway.  Just  preceding  the  explosion  a 
long  vivid  electric  flame  seemed  to  burst 
from  a  cloud  directly  over  the  Laflin-Rand 
Magazine.  In  an  instant  the  air  was  filled 
with  flying  missiles.  Masses  of  brick  and 
clay  and  pieces  ot  timber  performed  inde- 
scribable gyrations,  hundreds  of  feet 
in  the  air,  some  tailing  close  to 
the  points  from  which  they  starte<l, 
while  others  shot  off  through  space  with 
frightful  velocity,  only  conforming  to  the 
laws  of  gravity  after  a  long  flight.  Stones 
weighing  from  one  to  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  were  thrown  ir  to  fields  two  miles 
hrom  thQ  scene.  Trees  were  stripped  ot 
their  foliage,  fences  by  the  mile  were  laid 
low,  telegraph  poles  wore  snapped  like 
reeds,  and  the  prairie  looks  as  it  a  thou- 
sand steam  plows  h.ad  been  at  work  upon 
it.  The  Uttle  board  of  trade  building, 
seven  miles  from  the  scene  ot  the  explosion, 
was  greatly  affected  by  the  disturbed  con- 
dition of  the  atmosphere.  The  main  hall 
on  the  second  floor  is  lighted  by  three 
sheets  of  plate  glass,  each  about  twelve 
feet  square.  The  upper  aud  lower  of  these 
sheets  were  shattered. 


The   Crop  Dis*ster  in  MarshaU   Conaty, 
Minn. 

Maj.  Landberg,  of  the  Minneapolis  police 
force,  who,  with  Maj.  Pond  of  St.  Paul  has 
been  in  Marshall  county  inroitigating  tho 
extent  of  the  damage  inflicted  by  the  ter- 
rific hail  storm  ot  July  24,  report  170  fami- 
lies reduced  to  a  stats  of  complete  dceti- 
tutioB.  All  but  a  very  small  percsntage  ot 
these  people  have  nearly  •rerythtng 
mortgaged.  The  total  number  of 
families  affected  by  the  atorm  was 
234,  representing  741  people.  The 
stock  is  suffering  for  want  of  care.  In 
the  devastated  territory  there  are  887 
horses,  222  cows,  and  95  oxen.  There  are 
now  468  children  who  are  dependent  on 
public  charity. 

After  a  careful  computation  the  commis- 
sioners say  that  there  were  15,373  acres 
of  crops  destroyed.  The  force  of  the  storm 
is  described  as  terrific.  The  shower  ot  im- 
mense hail  stones  drove  the  grain  and  oth- 
er crops  into  the  ground.  One  farmer  had 
seventeen  hogs  killed  in  the  storm.  All  his 
chickens  that  were  exposed  were  killed, 
and  a  couple  of  calves  perished.  The  great 
force  with  which  the  great  hail  stones  de- 
scended may  be  imagined  when  it  is  known 
that  one  ot  them  broke  through  the  gal- 
yanlxed  iron  ball  on  the  spire  of  %  church 
•i  Arcrle.

tf^teectj  ht^s  again  beon  visited  by  an  earthr 
quake  which  has  been  most  dtsatftrous  in 
the  Morea  and  in  which  the  losS'Of  life,  ac- 
cording to  th^  best  information  reaches 
•HOO.  The  viUage  4>f  Pyrgo  and  town  of 
Philatria,  both  situated  ^  on  the  western 
const,  of  the  Moren., were  thechief  sufferers, 
and  these  furnish,  it  is  believed,  all  that 
have  perished.  In  Pyrgo  not  a  house  is 
left  standing,  while  Philatria  is  almost 
swept  from  the  lace  ottho  globo,  swallowccl 
up  in  tho  convulsions  of  the  earth. 
Tho  shocks  wero  .experienced  through- 
out (iroece  in  a  greater  or  less  degree.  In 
the  towit  ot  Zante  every  liouso  was  dam- 
aged, and  the  inhabitants  fled  in  terror  to 
the  open  country.  Several  towns  In  Ital.v 
wero  also  visited  by  tho  earthquake,  but 
not  to  any  serious  extent. 

An  active  earthquake  shock  was  export-  ]  J^J^j 
onced  at  Athens  at  midnight.  Advices  '  ^n  ' 
from  Zante  say  that  excessive  heat,  dead 
calms,  and  unusually  high  tides  forewarn- 
ed the  inhabitants.  The  cables  and  tele- 
gra|)h  wires  are  broken,  and  no  news  has 
been  received  from  the  interior.  Tho  cathe- 
dral at  Pyrgo  was  destroyed.

Survey  af  a   Woiidsrfal  Lake. 

A  party  sent  out  by  the  geological  sur- 
vey, under  the  command  of  Capt.  Clarence 
E.  Diitton,  U.  S.  A.,  hassucccoded  in  reach- 
ing and  making  a  complete  survey  ot  Cra- 
ter lake  in  Oregon,  a  liody  of  water  whose 
shores,  with  the  pos  sible  exception  I'f  one 
point  on  the  south  side,  have  never  before 
been  touched  by  the  test  of  white  men 
boats  were  hauled  a  hundred  miles  by 
mule  teams,  dragged  by  a  detail  ot  soldiers 
up  tho  snow-clad  sides  ot  tho  ridge  which 
surrounds  the  lake,  and  lowered  by  ropes 
from  tho  crest  to  the  water,  900  feet  bo- 
low.  One  hundred  and  sixty  toundings 
were  made,  the  result  of  which  gave  the 
general  character  of  the  lake  bottom.  Two 
large  submer„'ed  cinder  cones  were 
respectively  800  and  1,200  feet  high, 
rest  of  the  bottom  being  flat.  Cnpt.  Dut- 
ton  believes  it  to  be  the  deepest  body  ol 
fresh  water  on  the  continent.  The  great- 
est death  attained  by  the  sounding  lino 
was  2,005  feet  deep.

Thert;  are  1 '5,000  sqifTtro 
miles  of  territory  in  hi^  district.  It 
crunpriscs  twenty  counties  and  it  has 
one  of  tho  most  curious  popular ion.s 
in  tlie  world.  I  talked  recently,  Rays 
Cn rp.  with  Mr.  Taiilbe«  about  it. 
Said  he:  "Tlue  district  is  very  well  de- 
.scribcd  by  Charles  Egbert  Cra-ldocic, 
and  the  dialect  is  very  much  like  that 
8he  put.s  in  her  stories,  though  I  havo 
r.ever  seen  the  lan;.^uage  in  print 
fore.  The  population  is  the  pro<i 
of  lli(!  fi-Qiil  iei'snieii  of  several  Siate.s. 
Tli<:  lirbt sett Icnieiitsin  Kentucky  were 
along  llie(Jliio  Uiver  and  in  the  val- 
leys of  the  Kentucky  rivers.  As  the 
(ountiy  became  more  settled  civ- 
ilization drove  such  of  those 
of  the  very  e.ariy  settlers  wlio 
liked  hiiMtin^aiid  frontierlifeupwards 
into  the  mountains.  It  was  the  same 
with  Virjiinia  and  Tennessee.  These 
huntsmen  and  fiontier.«men  married 
and  interm.irrietl,  and  they  have  now 
become  a  seiiarateiKople  like  unto  no 
other  in  the  world.

"Toll  me  iiow  the  p-ople  live." 
"There  are  very  few  towns,  obout 
two  only  to  the  county,  and  thesfl 
will  average  about  300  inhabitants 
each. 

"The  ordinary  house  is  a  log  one, 
consisting  of  two  rooms,  with  boards 
shaved  smooth  with  a  draw  knife  or 
split,  nailed  over  the  cracks  between 
the  logs.  One  of  the  rooms  is  used  for 
a  sleeping  room,  and  the  other  is  the 
living  room,  dining  room,  kitchen  and 
parlor  all  in  one,  in  which  the  family 
stay  during  the  daytime.  There  is 
but  one  sleeping  room  for  a  whole 
family,  and  when  they  have  guests 
visiting  them  these  turn  in  and  sleep 
in  the  same  room.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  beds  used,  and  a  stranger  al- 
ways gets  the  best  bed.  They  aie 
very  modest  with  it  all.  They  turn 
their  backs  if  they  are  up  while  the 
others  of  the  family  are  un- 
dressing, or  if  they  are  in  bed  they 
will  cover  up  their  heads  un- 
til you  have  completed  your  nightly 
toilet.  It  is  the  custom,  you  know, 
and  I  think  our  people  are  noted  for 
their  large  proportion  of  virtuous 
women.  Virtue  is  as  much  respected 
m  the  mountains  as  anywhere  else  in 
the  world,  nnd  though  these  women 
and  men  will  undress  together  and 
sleep  in  the  .'^ame  room  they  will  be 
horrified  at  the  exhibition  of  decollei< 
dresses  seen  at  one  of  your  recepticnt 
here,  and  would  run  away  witn  shame 
from  an  exhibition  of  the  modern 
ballet.  These  mountaineers  are  very 
hospitable.  They  entertain  you  and 
give  you  the  best  they  have,  and  if 
you  offer  to  pay  they  will  refuse  and 
say  they  do  not  make  their  money 
that  way.  The  little  money  they 
make  comes  from  farming.  They  do 
not  often  grow  wealthy,  and  they 
seem  to  be  very  well  satisfied 
with  their  life.  You  have  heard  o* 
the  feuds  of  these  mountaineers,  i 
have  nearly  a  half  score  of  murder 
cases  to  defend  in  one  county  on  ac- 
count of  them.  I  know  a  place  where 
two  families  have  been  fighting  each 
other  for  a  generation  and  where  the 
different  families  of  the  two  tribes 
never  go  out  to  work  except  in  squads 
and  always  carry  Winchester  rifles 
with  them." 
"Is  the  country  improving?" 
"Well,  yes,  somewhat,  but  civiliza- 
tion comes  slowly  in  the  mountains. 
We  have  not  tho  best  facilities  for  ed- 
ucation, and  though  the  people  want 
their  children  educated  they  use  na- 
tive teachers,  and  they  do  not  push 
matters  like  you  do  in  the  North. 
Tho  district  is  made  up    of  both   Ke- 

[mblicins  and  Democrats,  and  the 
ast  Representative  was  Republican. 
The  people  are  interested  in  politics 
and  the  camp.aigning  has  to  be  done 
almost  altogether  by  public  speakers."

Many  of  these  islands  were  voIcano«« 
that  threw  up  matter  that  hod  formed 
below  the  surface  of  the  water,  aftd 
were    larger    below   the  water  than 
above  it.    The  Hawaiian  Islands  have 
had  many  volcanoes,  and  wef9  much 
formed  by  them.    Their   whole  afea 
above  the  sea  is  no  more  than  that  of 
the  State  of  Massachusetts,  but  their 
combined  bases  must  be  egual  to  the 
whole  of  New  England  and  Weir  York 
united.    Thus  the  original  islands  df 
the  American  continent  could  easily 
have  been  made  to  enlarge  and  join 
each  other,  and  tho  granite  rock  so 
abundant  wa§  doubtless  mice  erupted 
from    volcanoes,    like   flowing   lava. 
Among  the  first  volcanic  islands  must 
have  been  Greenland,  Canada,  east  of 
Winnip^,  the  Atlantic  district,    tho 
Eocky  Mountains  and  the  Sierra  Ne- 
vada; but  as  the  islands  rose  and  en- 
larged, great  depressions  would  natUf' 
ally  commence  and  go  on,  and  in  this 
way  the  depressions  of  Hudson's  Bay, 
the  Mississippi  Valley   and  the  Salt 
Lake  and  Nevada  baein  was  formed. 
These  depressions  would  fill  with  mas- 
sive sediments,  which  would  eventual- 
ly become  rocks,  and  the  depressions 
would  have  a  saucer  or  platter  shape.

The  Red 
Laket-s  agree  to  have  their  reservation  sur- 
veyed and  Bold  in  forty- acre  lotj*,  the 
amount  to  be  invested  by  the  United 
States  at  5  per  cent,  they  receiving  the  in- 
come anaually.  They  reserve  Red 
Lake  and  pbfficieut  land  for  their 
homes.  If  this  very  valuable  reservation 
realizes  fair  prioes,  every  family  of  Red 
Lake  Indians  will  be  worth  $30,000,  the  in- 
come of  which  will  make  them  independent. 
An  immense  amount  of  valuable  pine  will  be 
sold  in  small  lots.  Jf  the  commissioners 
succeed  with  every  tribe  as  well  as  they 
have  at  White  Earth  and  Red  Lake,  all  of 
the  Indians  will  be  concentrated  at  White 
Earth  and  Red  Lake  and  their  future  abud- 
dantly  provided  for.

Philippe    Daryl  in  Paris  Temps.— 
You  no  sooner  set  foot  in  Kingstown 
than  you  feel  yourself  at    once  in    a 
country  very  different  from  England. 
The   contrast  is  as  striking   as    the 
aspect  of  Dover  compared  with  Calais. 
The  language,  it  is  true,  is   the  same, 
but  then  there  is   the  brogue.     The 
Custom-house  officers  are  English,  the 
policemen  are  also  English,   and  the 
soldiers  are  dressed  iu  English    red 
coats,  but  the  people  are  no  longer 
British  and  their  manners  still  less  so. 
Everybody  is  shouting  and  gesticulat- 
ing in  a  style  which  has  nothing  Anglo- 
Saxon  about  it.    Outbursts  of  laugh- 
ter and  sallies  of  wit  take  place  on  the 
slightest  pretext.    Bright   black  eyes 
and  chestnut     locks    abound  on  all 
sides.      One  might    imagine    himself 
at  Nantes  or  Bordeaux.    The  passen- 
gers are  perhaps  still  less  English  than 
all    the   rest.  '   That  lady    with    the 
pale  face  and  dark  hair  may    for   the 
moment  be  a  subject    of  Queen  Victo- 
ria, but  certainly  she  has  notadropof 
Anglo-Saxon  blood  in  her  veins.  That 
gentleman  in  the  gray  ulster  evidently 
had  his  clothes  made  in  London,  but 
his  flesh    and    bone    are    of  different 
origin.    As  for  the  little  man  in   bhvck 
squeezed  up  in  the  corner,   not  only  is 
he  a  Catholic  priest,  but  you    need  to  i 
hear  him  to  convince  yourself  that  he  j 
is  not    a  Bas-Breton  fresh  from  the 
Seminary  of    Saint  Brieuc.    On  arriv- 
ing at  Dublin  the  Frenchman    is    sur- 
prised to  find  the  cabmen    at  the  feta- 
tion so  lazy  and  indifferent.    In  Lon- 
don   you    no     sooner   descend   than 
half    a    dozen     hansons     are     hov- 
ering   round    you.     In    Dublin     the 
cabmen  are  either  sleeping  or    bandy- 
ing jokes  with  one    another,    heedless 
of  customers;  they  seem  to  argue  that 
as  you  nuLst  want   their  services,  they 
need  not  go  out  of  their  way  to  offer 
it  to  you.    However,  in  the  matter  Of 
fares  they  are  just  as  unscrupulous  as 
cabmen  elsewhere.  Dublin  is  more  than 
a  capital;  it  is  the  foyer  of  a  distinct 
nationality.    Everything  you  see  and 
come  across  is  Irish.    The  statues  are 
of  Irish  patriots.the  signboards  of  the 
shops  are  Irish,  the  goods  are  all  la- 
bele<l  Irish,  and    the  green  flag  floats 
over    the   city    hall.    Visit  tbe  mu.se- 
uins,    and   you    will  find   patriotism 
takes  the  precedence  over  art  in  all 
the  paintings  and  portraits.  The  spir- 
it of  home  rule  reigns  everywhere.     A 
people  with  such  souvenirs,  and  who 
foster  them    with  such   jealous  care, 
must    triumph  one  day  or  another. 
Tho  Dublin    ladies    are  pretty,   well 
made  and  vivacious,   and  they  dress 
themselves  almost    as  well  as  the  la- 
dies   of   Pans.    The    men    all    carry 
heavy  bludgeons  in  the  shape  of  walk- 
ing-sticks.

WACONIA. 

Threshing  is  nearly  over,  and 
farmers  are  as  a  rUle  waiting  for 
higher  prices  before  selUng. 

Friday  last  was  a  day  of  acci- 
dents, Mr  Wm  Habeck  attempted 
to  descend  his  woU  to  make  neces- 
sary repairs.  In  setting  his  ladder 
on  a  cross  beam  \k/f^  timber  broke 
precipitating  man  and  ladder  into 
the  well.  Mr  H,  was  rescued  by 
his  neighbors,  be  having  sustained 
trifling  injuries. 

Shortly  after,  a  cow  belonging  to 
Martin  Dohman,  attempted  to  cress 
the  platform  of  a  well  and  broke 
through.  By  the  combined  etforts 
of  a  dozen  «ien  with  ropes  and 
tackle,  she  was  drawn  out  uainjur- 
ed. 

Since  last  winter  two  men  nam- 
ed Kistiwg  have  been  living  in  Wa- 
conia, making  a  precario%w  liveli- 
hood peddling  medicine.

As  a  result  all  attachable 
goods  found  in  their  possession 
were  taken  in  charge  by  the  con- 
stable and  sold  Saturday  P.  M.  ag- 
gregating only  $9,25. 

The  youngest  child  of  Mr  Gust 
Braun,  a  little  girl  18  months  old 
died  from  diphtheria  .and  was  bur- 
ied Saturday . 

There  are  nearly  a  dozen  known 
cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  village  at 
present, 

communicated  with  the  State 
Board  and  has  rec'd  the  promise  of 
personal  assistance  from  one  or 
more  of  its  members  in  the  endea- 
vor to  find  out  and  remove  the 
cause  of  Diphtheria.

Prof.  Ciipen,  the  weath- 
er prophet  of  that  city  predicted  that  "aw- 
ful and  terrific"  eurthtjuaksa  would  bo  r»- 
ported.

If  this  is  riglit  for  officials  holding  federal 
positions.  It  is  right  for  thi.so  who  hold 
places  ol  trust  and  omolumeiit  under  ap- 
pointment from  the  executive  authority  of 
the  territory.  Such  officers,  therefore,  are 
requested  to  abstain  from  all  officious  In- 
termeddling with  primary  meetings  or  con- 
ventiouH,  and  from  nHsiimiiig  active  con- 
duct of  political  canipnigns.  If  nil  officials 
will  abstain  from  usiiigtheinllnencoof their 
patronage  in  party  nominations,  leaving 
the  people  free  and  untrammelled  to  act  ns 
their  wisdom  directs,  the  public  service 
will  not  suffer,  but  will  bo  exalted.

,  la  Artesian  Well  at  Belle  rialne,  Iow.-», 
Throws  Up  Immense  Vulnmet  of  Water, 
I     Tbreatenlnc  to  Destroy  tlie  Town. 

Belle    Plnine,    Iowa,     August    31.      An 
I  Artesian  well  four  inches  in  diameter  burst 
'  when    the    depth    of    185   feet    had    been 
■cached  in  boring,  and  instantly  a  v<dumc 
>f  water  was  forced  into  the  air  to  the 
;  aeight    of    several    hundred     feet.      This 
(radually   increased   in    sixe    and    volume 
I  JntilHv  stream  of  water  fully  sixteen  inches 
In    diameter    was    formed,     and    the    up- 
ward   force    of    the    stream    is    equal    to 
the   power  ol  jiowder  or  dynamite.    The 
water,  in  huge  voluiuea,  is  spouting  in  the 
air,   and   the  supply  seems  inexhaustible. 
Two  gigantic   rivers   have  been  formed  by 
I  this   phenomenal    water-burst,    which   are 
running  through   the   town    at  the  rate  ol 
twelve  miles  an  hoiir.and  is  carrying  every- 
thing before    them.     Lives    and   property 
are    in  danger,  and  the  citizens  are  greatly 
alarmed.     Finding  it  impossible  to  divert 
this  damaging  flood,  an  attempt  was  made 
to      insart      sixteen-inch      boiler       iron 
tubes       into       the        well.       but       these 
were    instantly     blown     out   and    forced 
high  in  the  air.     Finding  this  plan  useless, 
the  terrified  people  then  attempted   to  fill 
np  the  huge  aperture.     Fifton  car  loads  of 
stone  were  emptied  Into  the  well,  but  these 
were  instantly  blown  out  and   forced  up- 
ward as  though  propelled  by  the  force  of  a 
bursting  magazine  of  giant  powder.      Bags 
of  sand  were  then  hantily  constructed    and 
cast  into  the  well,   but  these,    too,    were 
hurled  into  the  air    by  the    tremendous 
force  of  the  spouting  water. 

The  history  of  the  overflow  is  as  follows: 
On  Monday,  Aug.  23,  William  Weir  .t  Sons 
began  boring  an  artesian  well  at  the  inter- 
section of  Beech  and  Waahington  streetain 
Bello  Piaine.  This  is  <  n  the  flat  about 
tour  blocks  south  of  the  barley  house. 
The  contract  called  for  a  well  with  a  three- 
inch  casing,  and  u  flow  was  guaranteed. 
They  bored  a  two-inch  hole  and  theorized 
that  tho  flow  of  water  through  it  would  work 
it  outso  they  could  sink  a  three-inch  casing. 
Thursday  they  struck  water  at  a  depth  of 
185  feet.  At  this  time  they-bad  about  sixty

He  was  tho  only 
R-e  ever  had  at  the  White  Houi»«-  .   ., 
would  go  back  of  the  wishes  of  persons 
ind  examine  their  r.al  wants.    1  rl^ 
member   an   incident   in    Connection 
with  tho  war  which  illustratos  wliai  I 
am  trying  to  say.    It  id  notproj,.r  for 
me  to  use  names,  but  the  story  goen     h 
was  at  that  early  period  in  the  rebel- 
lion when  Husi>ect8  and  conapirit.or» 
were  being  arrested  and  imjni««f, ■...'' 
by  the  wholesale.  A  letter  wri'i-i 
on  a  printed  sheet  of  paper,  giving  w.tf; 
business  of  a  prominent  firm  of  mer- 
chants in  New   York  and  containing 
incendiary  language  toward  the  Union, 
found  its  way  into  the  hands  of  agov- 
arnment  official  in   the  South.     The 
declarations  were  penned  by  a  travel- 
ing man,   who    represented    the    firm 
mentioned  in  the  letter  head.    The  re- 
sult  was  the  arrest  of  the  principal 
member  of  that  lirm  on  the  charge  ol 
:;onspiracy  against    the   government. 
The  letter  was  signed  in  such  a  way  ag 
to  not  make  it  peri«:tly  clear  who  the 
author  was,  and  of  course  surtpirion 
bore  heavily  upon  the  firm  mentioned. 
He    is    a    man    well    known    in    New 
York  to-day.  Men  were  held  in  prison  at 
that  time  on  the  slightest  suspicion— 
suspicion,  in  fact,    more    slight    thai) 
this  one.    The    wife    of  the  luenhant 
came  to  a  friend  of  mine  in  New  York 
immediately  after    the    arrest    of  the 
husband,  and  requested  liim  to  com- 
municate with  President  Lincoln  the 
fact  that  her  liusband  had   been   ar- 
rested for  something  for  which  lie  was 
m  no  way  responsible.     My  friend  ad- 
dressed a  note  to  the  president,  telling 
him  that  the    man    under  arrest  was 
not  guilty  of  the  misdemeanor  even  in 
a  collateral  or  the  most  remote  way. 
The    wife    came    here;  it    was    eleven 
o'clock  at  ni^ht  when  she  arrived.    At 
the  depot    she    told    the    cabman   to 
drive  to  the  White  House.    The  driv- 
er expostulated  with  her  and  told  bet 
that  It  was  no  use  to  call  at  the  Whiti 
House  at  such  a  late  hour  of  the  night. 
She     said    it     made     no    difference, 
she  wanted  to  see  Mr.   Lincoln    and 
that  he  must  drive  her  immediately 
to  the  executive  mansion.     When  sh* 
presented  herself  at   the  entrance  to 
the  White    House   it    was  midnight. 
Everything    was  quiet.     The  cordon 
of  police,  very  stormy  at  that  time, 
turnefloutin  full  force.    They  would 
not  listen  at  first  to  her  entre.ities  to 
bo    admitted    to    the    White    Hou.se 
Finally  she  prevailed  upon  one  of  th« 
officers  to  take  the  letter  of  introduc- 
tion she  had  to  President    Lincoln, 
who  was  then  asleep.     A  minute  aftei 
the  President  had  been   awakencl  hi« 
voice  was  heard  in  the  corridor  on  tin 
upper  floor.     He  held  the  letter  in  hi« 
hand  and  the  tremor  upon  it  indicated 
his  feeling. 

"'Mrs. ,  this  ca.so  demands  in^ 

mediate  action,'  said  Mr.  Lincohi.     *I| 
you  will  take  my  arm  we  will  <:o  ininr 
diately  to  Secretary  Stanton.'     Ak 
the  lots  at  a  rapid  pace  Avent  the  P. 
dent    and    the   lady.      Stanton    wa4 
aroused  from  his  slumbers,  shown  tin 
letter  by  the  President  and  request t-ij 
to  release  the  prisoner.      He  wrote  a 
despatch  and  handed  it    to    Mr.  Lin- 
coln and  said  he  would  attend  to  tin 
matter  further  in  the  morning. 

"Like  a  lackey  boy  the  President 
with  the  lady  started  toward  the  down 
town  hotel.  It  was  .1  o'clock  i;j  ' 
morning.  A\'ashington  wa.' 
with  reyolutionists  and  wo.  la-ut 
assassins,  yet  Mr.  Lincoln  nevei 
faltered  and  seemed  not  to  compre 
bend  his  danger.  When  hearriveaal 
the  hotel  with  the  lady  on  his  arm  hi 
told  her  to  go  to  her  ronai,  sleej 
soundly,  return  to  New  York  in  t.h« 
morning  and  that  her  husbnii<l  would 
meet  heron  the  dock.  Thela^ly  coulcJ 
not  believe  it  but  Mr.  Lincoln  .assiiret! 
her  that  such  would  bo  the  case.  Th« 
president  then  went  to  the  telegrapl 
ollice,  filed  the  message,  wliich  d«i 
mandecl  the  unconditional  release  o 
the  i)ri8oner,  and  returned  to  th< 
white  house  alone.  Sure  enough  wher 
she  alighted  from  the  ferry  the  nex- 
day  her  husband  was  there  to  embraci 
her.  I  am  inc-lined  to  believe  the  mil 
lennium  will  come  before  weshailhavi 
another  president  who  would  do  sucb 
an  act  as  this."

FarnBWe;rth  and  Moa<l  had  l>een  friends, 
and  both  disclaim  any  enmity  toeacii  other, 
though  they  differ  as  to  the  circumstances 
of  the  quarrel  Farnsworth  says:  "I  sup- 
posed that  Mead  and  myself  had  al- 
ways been  friendS)  and  am  at  an  utter  loss 
to  know  why  he  should  have  dhotme.  We 
nave  lived  in  the  same  town  for  a  number 
bf  years.  He  must  either  have  been  drunk 
or  else  a  crank."  « 

Mead  says:  "I  have  known  Frank 
Farnsworth  since  1871.  We  have  always 
been  the  best  of  friends.  Farnsworth  was 
about  half  drunk,  and  I  bad  been  drinking 
myself  considerable." 

A.  H.  Warren  of  St.  Paul  was  standing 
near  the  entrance  to  the  hotel,  and  heard 
Mead  call  Fransworlh  a  "d— d  thief,"  his 
attention  being  first  called  to  the  dif- 
ficulty by  that  remark.  Farnsworth 
appeared  to  pass  it  off  and,  in  order 
to  avoid  nny  altercation,  loft  the 
corridor  of  the  hotel  and  went  upon  the 
street.  Iteturing  soon  afterward  he  enter- 
ed the  office,  the  first  man  he  met  happened 
to  be  Mead  himself.  Mead  walked  up  to 
him  in  an  apparently  cool,  collected  man- 
mer,  and  called  Farnsworth  a  "son  of  a 
b — h,"  at  the  same  time  placing  his  hand  be- 
hind him  asil  todraw  a  weapon.  Advancing 
near  to  Farnsworth  he  repeated  theoppro- 
bious  epithet.  Fransworth  then  spit  in 
Mead's  face  and  turned  about  to  leave. 
But  Mead  had  by  this  time  drawn  his  re- 
volver and  fired.  Mr.  Warren  rush sd  for- 
ward, grabbed  Mead  about  tho  neck,  at  the 
same  time  reachingfor  the  revolver.  It  was 
fired  just  as  Warren  reached  for  it.  the  ex- 
plosion blackening  his  hand.  Mead  at- 
tempted to  firo  the  revolver  a  second  time, 
but  Warren  managed  to  secure  the  weapon 
and  thwart  Mead's  design. 

Frank  J.  Mead  is  one  of  tho  best  known 
men  in  the  Northwest.  He  has  been  promi- 
nent as  a  newspaper  man  and  politician. 
He  came  to  Minnesota  twenty-eight  years 
ago  and  settled  in  Northfield,  where  he 
worked  on  a  newspaper.  He  afterwards 
ran  a  paper  at  Hastings.  Mead  then  came 
to  St.  Paul  and  worked  as  a  compositor 
on  the  old  St.  Paul  Pioneer.  During 
the  war  he  served  in  the  First 
Minnesota  and  in  Hatch's  battal- 
ion. After  the  war  ho  returned  to 
St.  Paul,  and  was  city  editor  of  the  ohi 
Pioneer  for  several  years.  He  then  went  to 
Omaha  and  .Salt  Lake  City,  where  ho  work- 
ed on  newspapers.  He  afterwani  returned 
to  St.  Paul  and  worketl  on  tho  Pioneer 
again.  He  next  removed  to  Minneapolis, 
and  for  four  years— from  1874  to  1878  — 
he  occupied  the  position  of  city  clerk.  In 
1879  he  removed  to  Mandan,  where  he  has 
since  resided. 

Frank  Farnsworth  formerly  resided  in 
8t.  Paul.  He  removed  to  Mandan  and 
engaged  in  the  dry  goods  business.  He  is 
recognized  as  a  young  man  of  usual  busi- 
ness ability  and  stands  high  in  tho  estima- 
tion of  both  St.  Paul  and  Mandan  people 
who  know  him.  Ho  is  about  thirty-five 
years  of  age  and  has  a  wife  and  two  chil- 
dren. He  came  to  St.  Paul  to  purchase 
goods.

The  failure  of  Cloutman  &  Bingham,  boot 
and  shoe  dealers,  was  announced  a  few- 
days  ago,  creating  a  sensation  in  the  shoe 
trade.  Their  liabilities  are  not  positively 
known,  but  it  is  believed  thoy  will  reach 
$000,000.  The  firm  has  n>a<le  an  as- 
signment to  Francis  B.  R.  Sears, 
cashier  of  the  Third  National  bank.  The 
firm  is  composml  of  John  F.  Cloutman  ot 
Farmington,  N.  H.,  and  G.  P.  Bingham 
of  Boston,  and  has  been  doing  business  in 
Boston  for  some  years.  The  firm  has 
done  a  very  large  business  as  manufact- 
urers and  general  jobbers,  and  was  largely 
interested  in  several  large  factories.  T'he 
schedules  of  P.  F.  Williams,  lumber  mer- 
chant of  Boston,  who  recently  failed,  show 
total  liabilities  of  $513,251.  Outside  the 
Boston  banks  the  heaviest  creditors  are  in 
the  West,  among  whom  are:  Dow  A  Brown 
of  Madison,  $11,411.  The  assets  are  nom- 
inally $90,000.

The  American  Mayflower  beat  the  British 
cutter  Galatea  in  the  first  of  the  America's 
cup  races,  and  a  well-sailed  race,  in  light 
weather,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  great- 
est fleet  of  £t?"..li  and  sailing  vessels 
ever  seen  in  New  York  b.ay. 

The  conditons  under  which  the  race  was 
contested  was  very  similar  to  those  under 
which  the  Puritan  and  [ienesta  raced  over 
the  same  course  last  year.  Tho  wind  then 
was  south  by  east  and  light,  and  the  Puri- 
tan beat  the  Genesta  16  minutes  and  19 
seconds. 

The  race  was  hardly  a  satisfactory  test 
of  Galatea's  ability,  though  the  fact  that 
she  was  not  beaten  so  badly  as  the  Genes- 
ta by  the  Puritan  shows  that  tho  general 
belief  that  she  would  prove  to  l>e  a  l>etter 
boat  than  the  Genesta  was  not  wrong. 
The  Mayflower,  however,  unquestiona- 
bly outfooted  her  in  the  windward 
work,  though  she  did  not  point  any 
better.  There  was  no  running  in 
the  race,  but  there  was  considerable 
sailing  with  the  wind  on  the  quarter.  At 
this  the  Galatea  may  be  said  to  have  near- 
ly held  herown.  Whether  the  Mayflower  can 
beat  her  in  a  heavy  thrash  to  windward  in 
a  reefing  breeze  and  a  roaring  sea  is  still  a 
question.  It  is  ho{>cd  that  the  boats  will 
have  some  such  weather  when  they  meet  in 
tha  twenty  miles  to  leeward  and  return. 

The  Sitaatloa  at  Charleatoa. 

It  is  learned  that  in  round  numbers 
40,000  of  the  00,000  inhabitants  ot 
Cliarleston  ha  to  abandoned  their  houses 
and  are  sleeping  in  the  open  air.

Ab  krmj  oncer  on  Charleston. 

Col.  Batchelder,  U.  S.  A.,  who  went  to 
Charleston  to  make  an -official  report  up- 
on the  condition  of  affairs  therO)  has  re- 
turned;   He  sayti: 

The  people  have  everything  in  their 
houses  that  they  need.  It  is  true  that  the 
frail  articles,  such  as  vases,  pictures 
and  looking-glasses,  are  broken,  but 
these  can  hardly  be  considered  nec- 
essaries. The  loss  will  fall  principally  up- 
on the  owners  of  real  estate  and  not  upon 
tho  people  at  large.  He  did  not  see  any  of 
the  pitiable  cases  of  distress  that  the  pa- 
pers tell  about.  The  business  section  ot 
the  city  is  in  ruins.  There  is  scarcely  a 
brick  house  in  that  portion  of  the  town 
which  will  not  have  to  be  torn  down,  but 
most  ot  tho  people  of  Clmrlcston  livo  up  in 
the  Northern  portion  of  tho  city,  and  near- 
ly every  residence  is  wooden.  These  build- 
ings remain  intact.  The  only  damage  they 
have  sustained  is  in  the  loss  of  chimneys 
and  tho  breaking  oft  ot  the  plas- 
ter, making  the  walls  look  less  even  and  ])ret- 
ty  than  they  were  before.  There  is  no  reason 
why  the  people  should  not  return  to  their 
houses.  There  is  no  danger.  No  one  was 
killed  in  a  house  during  the  earthquake, 
but  all  those  who  died  were  killed  in  tlio 
streets.  No  one  was  killed  by  a  wooden 
house,  but  all  the  dead  came  to  their  end 
through  the  falling  of  the  brick  stores  and 
warehouses.  It  would  bo  a  good  thing  for 
Charleston  to  have  a  storm  and  make  tho 
])cople  get  into  their  houses.  As  for  the 
working  classes  tho  earthquake  is  a  bene- 
fit to  them,  for  it  provides  them  with  plen- 
ty of  employment  at  higher  prices  than 
they  were  earning  before.

New  York  Special:— Tho  latest  story 
about  Victoria  Morosini  is  that  she  is  at 
the  I'rsuline  convent  in  Montreal,  and  will 
probably  remain  there  for  two  years.

The  jjreat  (Irant  niomiinent,  too, 
must  RO  on  the  list  of  thinns  that  ar«« 
not  to  lie.  A  nioiuiniont  of  some  kind 
will  jirobalily  be  built,  but  cert.iinly 
not  tlie  kiiirlof stru«"turelliat  waspro- 
p08e«l  a  year  ago.  All  hope  of  m-tting 
the  amount  of  money  required  for 
that — a  round  million — is  civen  up. 
Tlie  committee  1ms  not  openly  ac- 
knowledgefl  that  it  can't  be  r;usc<l, 
but  many  members,  speakiuL'  for  t  hem- 
selves,  do  acknowledce  it,  and  not  on- 
ly that,  but  say  it  was  absurd  at  the 
start  to  talk  about  raisingsucha  sum. 
It  certainly  was.  Some  persons  talk 
about  a  million  as  if  it  were  a  mere 
b.agatelle.  As  .a  matter  of  plain,  cohl 
fact,  it  is  a  tiiousand  times  n  thou- 
sand, ten  thousand  bundretis.  If  tli«j 
committee  h.ad  refle<ted  on  this  they 
might  not  have  been  so  enthusiastic- 
ally previous  in  calling  for  .around 
million.  H)ui  they  asked  for 
a  quarter  of  it,  they  would  h.wc' 
shown  some  sense.  Tlie  amount  al- 
ready raised  is  about  one-eighth.  The 
committee's  attempt  to  get  $500,000 
from  Congress,  was  a  dismal  failure, 
as  it  de«»erved  to  be.  It  is  now  sub- 
stantially settled  that  the  idea  of  put- 
ting up  a  million  dollar  monument 
must  be  abandoned.  New  York  w  ont, 
give  the  money  and  other  parts  of  tho 
country  should  not  be  asked  for  a  dol- 
lar of  it.  A  good  enough  monument 
could  be  built  with  the  $125,000  al- 
already  6ub.scribed.  New  Yorkers 
don't  take  mucii  stock  in  monuments 
anyway,  nnd  one  that  cost  $100,000 
or  so  would  probablv  seem  just  as 
good  in  their  eyes  as  one  costing  $1,- 
000,000.

A  BULLFIGHT  VT  SEVILLE.

It 
It  8  heen  descrilied  over  and  over  again  hy 
Bcores  of  writers,  good,  bad,  and  iiuiiifer- 
fnt.  liut  the  following  account  (whicli  wo 
have  sejjrcgnted  from  a  story)  is  so 
graphic  and  spirited  that  we  have 
lieen  impolleil  to  print  it.— .San  l"raiK-i.sci> 
Argonaut.] 

In  the  afternoon  of   Easter   Sunilay 
all  llio  world  (»f  JH-'ville  wt>n4   to  the 
oiK^iiinij  liuilfiuht  of  the  soason.    The  j 
gnrut    circle    was   alive    witli    twulve  I 
thousanil  f;uvs  in  i\  nmny-colorpil  ino-  '■ 
B.iic,  .soliUors  an<l  tiie  in-ople  sittiim  in 
the  stin  the  gentry  and  all   who  couhl  i 
l>:vy  ui.ll  on  the  slmdy  side.    The  pro-  ! 
ci'ssioii    of      performers    had     made 
their      entrance       and       exit       the 
band      had      cea.sed      playintr,      tho 
key     of    the     toril    liad     been      de- 
livered to  the  bl.uk- vested  oflicer  who 
had  ninbled  across  the  arena  on  his 
blaik  Andalusian   mare  to  receive  it, 
and  the  picadores  were  at  their  post.s, 
set  at  a  distance  from  one  another 
in  front  of  the  barrier. 

.Ml  eyes  were  turned  to  the  gate  be- 
hind  wiiich   the  bull   was   waiting  to 
enter.     .V    profound   and    electric    si- 
lence reiv;ned  over  the  nuiltitnde.   Tlion 
a  trumpet  sounded,  the  pate  wa.s  open- 
ed, th'.'  black   front  of  the  beast   pre- 
sented  it-ielt,   and  he  trotteil  lightly 
forw.inl  into  the  arena. 
Tlif  '.rite  closed  bchiml  him  forever. 
At  the  same  instant  a  stran!,'e,  ha!f- 
huin.-m   shriek    was   heard,    and    the 
liorse   of  the  picador  ne.xt   the  rijjht 
hide    of    the   gate   fell    back    on     his 
b.uinches,     cryiirj;     out     and     trem- 
bliiv.:     witli     terror.       The     bandage 
luid  not  been  well  adjusted  over  his 
eyes,  .nnd  he  had  ^i:\i\\  the  arena  and 
his  adversary.     Fortunately,  the  bull 
liad  directed  him.self  to   the  left,   and 
took  no  notice  of  the  frightened   ani- 
mal, wliich  wa.s  hurried   out  and  le- 
placeil   by  another.     Neither    did    he 
take  any  notice  of  tho  i)icadores   be- 
side his  p;ith,  nor  of  anything  in  the 
arena,     nor     of    the    bright    mantles 
h.iii.;ing  in  heaps  over  the  top   of   the 
b.irrier,  nor  of  the  chulos,  or  runners, 
ut  the  other  side,   ready  at  a   breath 
to  bound  over  and  catch   those   man- 
tles ami  become  butterllies.    The  vast 
F  living  circle    above    had    canght    the 
creature's  first  glance,   and   he  made 
the  wliole  round  of  the  plaza  in    a 
liqht.  ela-itic  trot,   gazing   with  lifted 
head   and   wide   eyes   at   the  strange 
bpectacle.     What   might  be  the  mean- 
ing of  this  gigantic  ring-serpent  with 
its    tnii     in     its     mouth     and      its 
every  stale  a  human  face,  scintillating, 
too,   w:'.  h  a   «iuivcring   motion,    and 
vocal  VMf.h  thousands  of  vivas? 

Fort  lie  fr.ink,  bold  action  of  the 
criatnii-  i)lease<l  the  crowd.  A  bull 
whirh  1  id  the  strength  to  carry  his 
onn  1  :inderons  weight  so  lightly 
would  lie  a  good  fr_'hter.  He  was 
bl.ick,  v.i'll  made,  and  glossy,  and  his 
fiont  WIS  like  a  tower. 

Uejiihing  the  jilace  wlu-nco  he  had 
PtarttMl,  his  glance  fell  on  the  arena. 
His  pail'  h.iul  slackened;  he  accelerated 
if  a  little  at  sight  of  the  picadores, 
liwervei',  aside  and  lowered  his  head 
on  re;ii  liing  the  first,  llow  onward, 
with  si  .ircely  a  pau.se,  to  the  second, 
imother  swerve  and  dip,  with  a  switt, 
cunninu,  horizontal  movement  of  the 
h.-ad,  and  two  horses  lay  disembow- 
eled. 

.\tteiidants  llewover  the  barrier,  to 
jiullthi  riders  up,  and  chulos  came  to 
therescue  with  their  mantles.  For  tho 
bull  had  treated  the  spears  of  the  pic- 
adores .MS  though  they  were  not,  and 
tseemed  to  knownothin^of  the  wounds 
ill  his  n-ck,  from  which  a  few  drops  of 
blood  wi're  trickling  down. 

The    tinrd    horseman   fared    better 
than  till'    first    two;  for    the    chulos, 
skimming  about  as   light  as  swallows, 
i;littcriii.:  in   their  silver-wronuht   cos- 
tumes cf  pink,  blue,  or  green,  drew  oil 
and  broke  the  first  rliarge,  and  confus- 
ed the  .second,  whiili    was    m.ade    too 
iiigh,  so  that  the  bull  was  held  at  b;iy 
by  tiie  spear  of  the  rider  firmly  plant- 
ed in   his   neck.     He  drew   b.ack  and 
made  an  anjry  rti.sh  at  tho  fourth  pic- 
ador,   with    a    mind    to    charge    low 
enouuh  now,    and   put  t\.n  end   to  this 
trivial  business  of  a  few  horsemen  pro- 
Huming  to  enterthespaccwhere  ho  ran 
nt  l.'irsre.     He   charged    too    low    this 
time,  fretted  nnd  blinded   by  the  wav- 
ing mantles,  ,and  went  ipiite  under  tho 
horse,  and  stuck  there,    horse  and   ri- 
der on  his  bai'k.   There  was  a  momen- 
tary pause  and  suspense;  then  the  bull 
oushed  forward,  with  the  horse's  fore- 
legs slipping  .'vlong  his  spine,  .and  camo 
out  on  the  other  side,   feeling    rather 
foolisli,  one   may   imaj^ine,    after    his 
liasco — astonished,  too,    and  quieted 
for  a  time.  The  horse's  forefeet  droop- 
ed to  the  sand,  and  tho  rider  kept  his 
saddle  well. 

Ur.'ivo,  picador!  The  audience  ap- 
plauded. 

The  bull  walked  off  to  the  onposite 
b.arrier,  faced  about,  and  began  to 
stiulj-  the  situation.  His  carriage  h.ad 
been  h:inghty  and  disdainful,  like  that 
of  a  creature  which  had  always  hia 
own  will.  Hehade-xpected  apparent- 
ly, to  brush  these  men  and  horses 
away  like  flies.  Now  he  h.id  the  sur- 
prised and  half  incredulous  air  of  one 
who  begins  to  think  that  there  is 
Bometliing  serious  in  what  is  befalling 
him. 

On  their  side,  the  toreros  and  the 
public  had  learned  the  bull's  charac- 
ter. He  was  blood-thirsty,  buoyant, 
bold,  and  daring,  with  a  suspicion  of 
cunning  intelligence  in  reserve. 

He  stood  a  moment  gazing  steadily, 
as  if  measuring  the  distance  between 
iiimself  and  the  nearest  rider,  then 
lUshed  forward  only  to  be  lost  in  a 
cloud  of  mantles,  nnd  turned  aside  by 
a  lance  which  he  did  not  see.

vivatoro!  ' 

The  horse  w^as  gored  and  '  overset, 
his  rider  falling  against  the  bar- 
rier, and  gored  ivgain  and  emptied, 
while  the  picador  was  pulled  out  ot 
h.irm's  way.  Then  the  bull,  proud 
and  elate,  trotted  lightly  around  the 
whole  arena,  giving  a  swift  glance  and 
thrust  at  the  other  two  horses,  lying 
motionless  ow  the  sand,  to  make  sure 
th;it  they  were  dead.  Turning  then, 
unexiKictedly,  ho  rushed  at  the  fourth 
picailor,  and  killed  his  horse  in  an  in- 
stant. 

All  tho  amphitheatre  was  astir. 
Fans  waved,  and  hats,  and  handker- 
chiefs, and  parasols  from  the  sunny 
side,  and  thet*c  ,tt-as  n  clAmor  of  vbices 
like  .a  high  Winil  in  tho  tree-tons. 

A  trumpet  sounded,  and  the  ban- 
derilleros  entered.  There  were  four, 
and  tluy  carried  in  each  hand  a  barbed 
«l;irt  ot  an  arm's  length,  with  gay  lit- 
tle St  reamers  at  t  he  end.  These  barbs 
they  must  plant  at  either  side  of  tho 
l>ull's  neck;  running  up  before  him, 
just  evading  his  ch;irge,  nnd  striking 
the  instant  he  was  about  to  pass. 

The  creature  exhansteil  himself  with 
these  futile  charges,  rushing  hither  and 
thither  in  tlio  vain  ciTort  to  catch  and 
toss  those  sparklin.:,  swift  runners, 
who  seemed  to  have  wings  on  their 
leet,  and  were  as  dillicult  to  catch  as 
a  tlower  of  thisKledown  onthesummer 
air.  He  rushed  madly  about,  now- 
after  one,  now  after  tho  other.  As 
one  lied  from  his  right  eye,  another 
danced  up  to  his  left,  and  ever  and 
anon  a  barb  Hew  stiniiing  into  his 
wounded  neck.  The  darts  stood  out 
at  either  side,  (lapping  up  and  down 
and  about  as  he  ran."  The  streamers 
were  visible  to  him  all  tho  time.  He 
stopped  now  and  then,  looked  back  at 
the  tormenting  things,  and  shook 
himself,  and  struck  them  with  his 
head,  in  o,  vain  elTort  to  got  rid  of 
them. 

The  darts  were  all  planted  at  length, 
four  at  either  siile,  and  tho  bull  stood 
paining,  his  tongue  lolling  out  of  his 
mouth  and  dropping  blood. 

It  was  a  cruel  sight;  yet  the  cruelty 
i  was  frank.  Worse  nnd  more  cruel 
deeds  are  done  every  day  by  men  and 
women  who  would  denounce  tho  bull- 
fight, safe  in  that  their  cruelty  is  hid- 
den. Women  there  arc,  and  many, 
who  between  their  lino  sentiment  and 
pious  talk,  their  kisses  and  caresses, 
plant  barbs  more  stinging  and  in  ten- 
derer places;  and  there  nre  men  claim- 
ing respect  who  u.se  their  power  with  a 
far  more  dastardly  intent  on  creatures 
weaker  than  themselves.  Fair  will  be 
the  day  when  there  shall  be  on  earth 
nothing  more  cruel  than  ii  strong, 
free  beast  set  up  to  fight  for  his 
life,  though  hopelessly,  with  ten 
thousand  men  and  women  to 
know  how  and  why  ho  dies!  Better 
far  the  being  wounded  to  death  in  the 
arena,  open  to  the  day  before  nitn's 
eyes,  than  the  long  stinging  of  poison- 
ous hate  that  murders  slowly  in  the 
dark. 
Yet  it  was  a  pity  to  see. 
The  Kspada  entered,  saluting  and 
saluted.  He  was  of  medium  size,  h.ad 
a  handsome  pale-olive  face,  and  an 
air  of  quiet  dignity.  His  dress  was  of 
pale  blue  and  silver,  and  the  black 
slippers  and  long  white  hose  displayed 
an  elegant  foot  and  leg.  He  held  a 
naked  sword  in  his  right  hand,  and  in 
iiis  left  a  squivre  of  scarlet  cloth 
stretched  over  a  rod. 

Tiie  bull  had  placed  himself  at  tho 
barrier  and  facing  the  entrance  across 
the  arena.  Ho  knew  now  from  what 
quarter  to  expect  hi.*  enemies.  He 
watched  this  gallant  newcomer 
as  he  walked  quietly  toward 
him;  he  saw  the  chiUos  bouml 
lightly  over  the  barrier  with  their  col- 
ored silk  mantles  in  hand,  and  all 
draw  nearer  in  a  wde,  irregular  line, 
seeming  not  to  look  at  him. 

And  still  he  did  not  stir.  His  pride 
and  confidence  in  his  own  strength 
were  broken.  Ho  was  no  longer  in  the 
green  pastures  of  Utrera,  with  its  gar- 
dens and  its  olives  round  about,  where 
a  single  charge  of  hiscould  put  intrud- 
ers to  flight.  Ah,  no,  they  wer«  not 
olive  branches,  all  these  stirring  things 
on  tho  wide-circling  benches,  and  at 
l.'ist  he  had  found  men  who  dared  to 
face  him.  But  he  stood  as  firm  as  a 
rock,  with  his  head  uplifted,  in  spite 
of  pain  and  weariness. 

The  Espada  tried  his  temper  with 
the  scarlet  cloth  advanced  and  the 
sword  pointed  over  it,  provoking  one 
sharp  charge  after  another,  which  was 
deviated  and  drawn  away  by  the  swift 
chulos  and  ended  in  nothing. 

Presently  the  bull  refused  to  bo  so 
drawn  .aside,  and  replied  to  tho  man- 
tles tliat  fluttered  before  his  face  from 
right  and  left  only  by  an  impatient 
and  contemptuous  shake  of  the  head. 
All  his  attention  was  concentrate<l  up- 
on the  flaure  with  the  scarlet  cloth 
and  naked  sword.  He  sought  it 
among  the  ballling  mantles,  rushed, 
and  rushed  again,  but  paused  when  it 
disappeared. 

Then,  as  he  waited,  the  chulos  retir- 
ed, a  little  half-hidden,  besidehim,  and 
the  Esjiada  was  left  alone  in  the  open 
.space,  cautiously  advancing,  with  the 
red  cloth  lowered  and  thesword above 
it.  Tho  bull  stood  motionless, as  if  pas- 
sively awaiting  inevitable  death;  but 
when  tho  ingano  was  held  at  only 
arm's  length  from  his  face,  and 
the  swonl  was  slowly  raised 
for  tho  swift,  fatal  stroke,  a 
galvanic  life  caucht  his  great 
frame,  and  he  rushed  forward  and  lost 
iiimself  again  in  a  cloud  of  colors  wav- 
ed hither  and  thither,  while  the  Espada 
slipped  aside,  almost  grazed  by  the 
blood-stained  horns,  and  tho  barbs 
shaking  at  either  side  the  bleeding 
neck. 

There  was  something  awful  in  the 
fact  that  this  tormented  being  could 
not  speak,  and  somethina  imposing  in 
it,  too.  What  hero  ever  sustained  a 
half-hour's  ceaseless  combat,  attack, 
defense,  and  at  last  death,  without 
ever  uttering  a  sound?  In  all  that 
strugcle  of  const.antly  ballled  effort, 
which  h<ad  no  result  save  increased 
exhaustion  and  despair,  the  silence  of 
the  creature  seemed  to  call  aloud  for 
a  voice  to  utter  the  imprecations 
burning  in  his  eyes.  Tlie  humane 
heart  scarcely  could  resist  its  irnpulso 
to  rush  in  and  till  that  void  with  its 
indignant  i)ity. 

The  charges  grew  shorter;  the 
bull  learned  to  charge  with  a 
slight  sideway  swerve,  meant  to  an- 
ticipate his  foe's  mode  of  escape,  and 
learned  to  make  a  feint  and  a  double 
charge,  making  almost  a  circle.  Per- 
haps he  hoped  that  the  lifted  sword 
minht  not  mean  death,  it  had  so  many 
times  been  lifted.  He  watched  the 
tiptoe  feet  approaching,  and  he  cal- 
culated his  defense.  With  equal  odds 
he  could  have  learned  defense  and  at- 
tHck  as  quickly  as  the  mathador. 
But  they  were  five  to  one,  and  they 
could  blind  him.  But  lor  this  blind- 
ing, the  chances  would  h.ave  been  fdr 
him,  even  one  to  five  as  he  was. 

At  last  he  charged  no  more,  but 
made  only  a  slight  Forward  start  when 
the  sword  hung  glittering  before  his 
eyes.  The  chulos  retired  a  little. 
The  Espada,  advancing,  watched 
keenly  the  creature's  dulling  eyes  for 
the  sp.ark  which  should  precede  a 
movement,  .and  skipped  jiside  when  it 
rose.  A  slight  movement  would  have 
sufficed  to  pick  him  upononeofthose 
horns  as  you  pick  up  an  oyster  on  a 
fork.  Each  time  he  came  nearer,  and 
made  a  longer  pause;  .and  at  last  there 
was  a  light  bound  and  a  Hnsh  and  the 
vast  crowd  burst  into  uproarious 
shouting  as  the  sword,  passing  over 
the  bull's  forehead,  was  burie<l  to  its 
hilt  m  his  neck.

Tho  E.spada  retired;  the  tiro,  two 
beautiful  mules  harnessed  together 
and  dicked  with  flaiis.  came  in  swiftly, 
and  by  means  of  chain  and  hook, 
dragged  out  tho  f<iur  dead  horses  and 
tho  bull,  whoso  fate  had  been  assured 
by  the  plungingof  adagger  in  hisbrain 
as  he  lay  motionless  upon  his  side. 
Fresh  sand  was  strewn  upon  the  blood* 
&taineil  arona,  four  new  picadores  eii- 
teritl  .•ind  took  phices  at  tho  barrier; 
and— da  capo.

A  large  dun-colored  panther, 
which  for  nearly  a  month  haii  been  a 
source  of  great  annoyance  to  the  peo- 
ple about  Bouse's  grove,  some  six  or 
eight  miles    further  up    the  country, 
had     worked     its     way     southward 
almost       to       tho       county        line. 
Mrs.       Jack       Montcalm,      as     the 
woman  gave  her  name,    failed    to    re- 
ceive an    answer    from    her    children 
when  slie  called  them  to  dinner  and, 
taking  up  hor  rifle    Went    in  search  of 
them.

Recently  Mrs.  Crow,  a  lady  of  Vir- 
ginia, begged  of  Mrs.  Cleveland,  an 
opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  a  wom- 
an's signing  the  temperance  pledge. 
The  president's  wife  promptly  replied 
from  the  White  House,  under  date  of 
Aug.  12,  in  this  brief  but  wise  letter:

The  subject  to  vrhicli  you  refer  and  ask 
my  advice  is  one  in  whicli  your  own  coii- 
Hcienco  must  dictate  the  wisest  course  for 
yourself  to  pursue.  You  have  belter  op- 
portunitiea  lor  knowing  how  you  can  do 
the  most  good,  and  it  seoine  to  me  that 
should  be  tho  standard  liy  which  all  we 
women  should  settle  all  our  great  ques- 
tions in  life.  It  rarely  occurs  thata  woman 
needs  for  herself  the  restraining  influence  of 
a  temperance  pledge;  but  if,  by  placing  our- 
selves under  such  an  organization  we  can 
better  help  our  fathers,  brothers,  lovers, 
and  friends,  I  think  there  should  be  no  hesi- 
tation in  the  matter.

When  the  ship  Sunderland  left  New 
York,  bound  for  Montevideo,  she  had 
in  part  a  "shanghaied"  crew;  that  is, 
men  who  had  been  made  drunk  and 
brought  on  board,  without  their 
knowlmlge  or  consent,  just  before  sail- 
ing. Seamen  were  scarce  in  New  York 
at  the  time,  bo  the  shipping  agent  had 
resorted  to  that  method  to  furnish 
the  vessel  her  complement  of  men. 

While  she  was  being  towed  through 
the  Narrows,  tho  oflicers  went  forward 
and  roused  up  the  drunken,  half- 
fttupefled  men  in  tho  forecastle.  Tho 
latter  were  A.  viHairtdUs-ldoikirfg  set  of 
hnen,  and,  to  the  surprise  of  the  nititeri, 
Only  a  few  were  found  tc*  be  seamen, 
the  rest  being  roughs  brlotiBshdremeri. 
They  lurched  about  tho  deck,  tjuarel- 
iing,  and  threatening  violence  i^  the 
ship  was  not  piit  back. 

Capt.  White  saw  ho  had  been  de- 
teived  by  the  shipping  agent,  and  go- 
ing forward,  ascertained  that  rione  of 
the  Crew  hadtamiliss  or  any  responsi- 
ble occupation.  Ho  told  them  they 
would  have  to  make  the  best  ot  the 
situation,  as  he  must  proceed  on  his 
voyage.  It  was  the  result  of  their 
own  folly  that  they  were  on  board. 

At  this  they  refused  point  blank  to 
work  tho  ship.  However,  none  of 
them  dared  look  into  the  muzzle  of 
the  captain's  revolver,  so  the  boat- 
swain and  second  mate,  with  many 
kicks  and  blows,  at  last  forced  them 
to  make  sail,  the  three  or  four  sailors 
going  aloft  to  loose  the  canvas,  while 
the  new  hands  on  deck  did  thelmuling. 
The  first  day  at  sea  is  always  a  try- 
ing one  for  both  oflicers  and  men.  A 
ship  just  leaving  port  Is  in  about  the 
condition  of  the  newly-rented  house 
on  tho  first  of  May.  The  mates  do  not 
know  what  to  expect  from  the  crew, 
hor  do  the  men  know  whether  their 
officers  intend  td  treat  them  with  ro- 
Bjiect  or  to  bully  them.  Consequent- 
ly each  class  watch  the  other  with  dis- 
trust. 

Of  course,  with  the  Sunderland's 
crew  the  day  was  a  continual  wrangle. 
A  part  of  the  men  not  being  practiced 
sailors,  they  were  almost  useless. 

Towards  night  the  wind  increased  to 
a  gale,  and  the  frightened  landsmen 
were  driven  into  the  rigging  to  reef 
topsails.  They  had  to  be  follow- 
ed aloft,  and  shown  what  to  do 
with  the  reef-points.  The  position  of 
a  man  upon  the  topsail-yard,  try- 
ing to  reef  a  heavy  sail  whipping  in 
the  wind,  is  not  secure,  even  if  he  is 
an  old  sailor.  These  longshoremen 
found  they  wanted  both  hands  td 
hang  on  with.  The  mates  managed 
to  make  them  gather  in  the  sail  dur- 
ing a  steady  spell,  but  when  the  ship 
gave  a  heavy  fee  lurch,  and  the  yard 
canted  up  at  a  high  angle,  their  feet 
slipped  along  the  foot-rope,  and  let- 
ting go  the  sail,  they  all  grabbed  for 
the  jackstay. 

i     After  a  great  deal  of  exertion,  the 
officers  reefeil  the  fore  and  main  top- 
\  sails,  with  but   little   help   from   the 
\  seasick  men.    The  mizzen  topsail  blew 
I  away  before  it  could  be  secured. 
1     The  ship  was  heavily  loaded,  and  la- 
bored badly  in  the  brisk  sea,  which 
soon  followed  the  coming  of  the  gale. 
The  captain  preferred    to    drive  her 
!  with  single-reefed  topsail,  for  he  knew 
that    if    he   started  his  halliards,  the 
sails  would  be   slat  to  pieces,  before 
his  clumsy  crew  could  smother  them. 
Each  heavy  gust   pressed  the  lee  rail 
down  into  the   water,  and  the  spray 
I  flew  over  the  bows  in  a  continuous 
!  shower. 

1  The  discontent  among  the  men  grew 
i  more  violent  as  darkness  increased, 
[  and  they  began  to  feel  the  agonies  of 
;  seasickness  augmented  by  wet  clothes 
and  the  raw  autumnal  wind. 

They  quickly  made  up  their  ininds 
to  mutiny;  and  while  crouched  in  the 
lee  of  tlie  deck-house  to  escape  the 
spray,  arranged  for  concerted  action 
at  the  first  opportunity. 

Before  long  a  voice  was  heard  call- 
ing, "Stand  by  the  weather  main- 
bracos!" 

Then  they  went  aft  to  the  braces, 
and  when  the  second  mate  noticed  all 
hands  were  there,  he  advanced  to  ask 
why  the  watch  below  were  on  deck. 
For  answer  he  was  knocked  down  by 
a  blow  from  a  capstan- bar,  and  quick- 
ly bound,  hand  and  foot,  with  ropes- 
ends. 

They  then  rushed  upon  the  captain, 
who  shot  the  foremost  througn  the 
shoulder;  but  the  revolver  was  knock- 
ed away  and  his  throat  clutched  by 


much    good  work.

At  this  crisis  there  was  heard  a 
shriek  so  loud  and  unexpected  that 
the  astonished  ruffians  remained  mo- 
tionless for  an  instant.  A  white  form, 
with  long  blonde  hair  streaming  in  the 
wind,  bounded  through  the  cabin 
door  and  rushing  upon  the  captain^s 
assailant,  caught  the  knife  before  it 
could  descend. 

Terror-stricken,  the  superstitious 
men  fell  back.

fulness  and  firmness,, bpt  distinctly 
forbade  any  bullying  or  tiazing,.,.  . 

Tiiia  was  just  before  the  ship  crdssed 
the  line. 

One  evening  the  fthip  was  struck  by 
a  "white  squall,"— one  of  those  marine 
tornadoes  wliich  cause  the  loss  of  many 
fine  ships. 

The  night  had  that  surpassing 
beauty  which  makes  the  tropics  so  de- 
lightful. Sky  and  sea  were  nearly  tho 
same  shade  of  clear,  soft  blue,  sepa- 
rated by  a  white,  filmy  hnze  hiding 
the  horizon.  The  stars  of  the  south- 
ern hemisphere  shone  overhead  with  a 
brilliancy  seldom  seen  in  Northern 
latitudes.

fish;  or,  dropping  his  ey6s,  he  watched 
the  jelly-fish  floating  by,  glqwiiig  with 
phosphorescent  light,  red,  blue,  green 
and  yellow,  in  Fuch  numbers  that  ho 
amused  himself  by  fancying  the  mer- 
maids were  having  a  dance  by  the 
light  of  Chinese  lanterns. 

Presently  a  little  rattle  of  the  canvas 
recalled  him  from  his  thoughts,  and 
raising  his  head  with  a  warning,  "No 
higher!"  to  the  helmsman,  he  noticed 
tho  white  haze  on  the  weather  horizon 
was  slowly  spreading  upward.

"Let  go  everything!"  yelled  the  mas- 
tor,  as  he  scrambled  up  from  his  cab- 
in, and  rushed  to  the  wneel  to  put  the 
ship  before  the  wind. 

Away  went  sheets  and  billiards. 
The  canvas  bellied  and  collapsed, 
caught  full  again,  and  jerked  away 
from  the  yards  in  streaming  tatters 
with  a  roar  like  a  broadside  of  heavy 
guns.  The  helm  Was  useless;  for  the 
ship  was  pressetl  down  upon  tho  wa- 
ter, and  held  motionless,  except  for  a 
quiver  like  that  seen  in  a  frightened 
horse,  caused  by  the  springing  and 
bending  of  her  pliant  spars.  Her  lee- 
yard-arms  were  buried  in  the  water, 
and  the  crew,  finding  it  impossible  to 
stay  upon  the  almost  perpendicular 
deck,  liad  cralwed  over  the  weather 
bulwarks  to  tho  outside  of  the  ship, 
where  they  clung  to  the  channels. 

Capt.  White  worked  his  way  along 
to  one  of  the  cabin  air-ports,  and 
smashing  it  in  with  his  boot,  called  to 
his  wife,— 

"We  are  knocked  doWil,  Mary! 
Reach  up  your  hands.  You  are  small

"Never  mind  mo,  John.  Look  to 
your  ship!"  she  answered. 

"But  if  the  sea  gets  up  we  shall 
founder." 

"Look  to  your  ship,  John!  I  cati 
come  when  I  get  the  log-book  and 
chronometer.    Look  to  your  ship!" 

He  turned,  and  motioning  the  crew 
to  follow,  crawled  forward  to  the  fore- 
castle. By  working  half  under  water, 
they  succeeded  in  letting  go  the  leo 
anchor,  and  the  chain, having  no  stop- 
per but  a  spun-yarn  lashing,  ran  out 
to  the  bitter-end;  and  hung  from  tho 
bows  straight  up  and  down  in  the  wa- 
ter, 120  fathoms  long. 

The  effect  was  immediate.  Pressed 
by  the  squall,  tho  ship  swung  round, 
as  if  jiivoted  on  the  chain,  and  when 
the  under  side  ot  the  spars  and  i-em- 
nants  of  the  sails  caught  the  gale,  she 
righted  slowly  to  an  oven  keel;  and  lay 
head  to  wincf,  the  torn  canvas  and 
broken  spars,  aloft,  slattingand  bang- 
ing. 

It  was  just  in  time,  for  the  first  vio- 
lence of  the  squall,  which  had  Kept  the 
water  flat,  was  now  abated;  and  tho 
waves  began  to  rise  rapidly.  They 
came  with  a  rush  that  showed  strength 
enough  to  have  soon  wrenched  ofl  the 
hatches  and  sunk  the  ship,  but  she  re- 
mained upon  her  beam-ends. 

When  a  semblance  of  order  was  re- 
stored aloft,  and  the  vessel  placed  un- 
der command  again,  the  captain  want 
below  to  tell  his  wife  that  all  danger 
was  passed.  In  a  few  moments  his 
excited  voice  was  heard  calling,— 
"Send  the  carpenter  aft." 
"Chips"  obeyed  tho  summons;  and 
when  he  entered  the  cabin,  was  aston- 
ished to  find  the  captain's  wife  jam- 
me<l  by  a  heavy  chest  against  a  splin- 
tered lee  bulk  head,  and  half  covered 
with  broken  crockery  from  the  shelves 
of  the  steward's  locker. 

When  the  ship  went  over  she  had 
jumped  from  her  bed  to  run  on  deck, 
but  the  chest  broke  aw.ay  from  its 
lashings  on  the  weather  side,  and  slid- 
ing across  the  floor,  knocked  her  down, 
and  half  through  tho  thin  pine  panel- 
ling, holding  her  there  bruised,  bleeding 
and  unable  to  move. 

She  knew  that  if  her  husband  left 
the  deck  to  come  to  her  rescue,  the 
few  moments  in  which  he  might  right 
tho  ship  would  be  lost.  When  he 
called  through  the  broken  port  she 
said  nothing  of  her  situation,  feeling

One  of  the  men  reassufca  them^gf 
advancing  as  Bpokesman,  and  saying, 
with  much  rude  eloquence,  that  they 
wished  to  thank  Mrs.  White  for  her 
brave  aifd.ttn^wlfish  action,  both  in 
defending  hor  husband  and, for  indirect- 
ly saving  the  ehip  when  ficf'tf^JR^.D'r 
the  squall,  as  they  knew  Wfclr- 
that,  had  she  been  released 
first,  the  ship  could  not  have 
been  righted  afterwards.  They  had 
been  so  determined,  that  a  show  of 
force  by  the  officers  would  not  have 
sufliced  to  make  them  work  tho  vessel 
to  Montevideo;  but  tho  courage  ftnd 
kindness  of  tlio  weakest  member  of 
the  ship's  company  had  done  more 
than  all  tho  no  wder  and  ball  in  the 
arin-phost  could  have  accomplished; 
namelvj  induced  th«m  to  give  up  their 
ititentidii  td  mtltJny  U^a,\n,  and  run 
the  ship  ashdrfei  fieAfVerUau\h\icO.  • 

They  (ill  felt  that  she  fihoiildbecred^ 
ited  \VJth  the  preventrioii  6i  mutinjr 
and  bloodshed;  the  safety  df  the  ship 
and  the  Ifves  df  tb^  dflicers.  Present- 
ing their  respects  to  Mrs.  White,  tbey 
assured  her  and  the  officers  that  they 
would  be  peaceable  and  subordinate 
for  the  rest  of  the  voyage. 

The  mafi  who  had  been  wounded 
druing  the  mutiny  brought  aft  a  ham- 
mock which  he  had  made  8t  t^d-line 
for  Mrs.  White,  and  when  he  had  slung 
it  in  the  shade  of  a  sail,  she  was  plac- 
ed in  it,  well  pleased  at  the  influence 
a  good  woman  could  have  over  sixteen 
lawless  and  desperate  men. 

After  tho  Sunderland  reached  pOti, 
the  incidents  of  the  voyage  were  made 
the  subject  of  much  comment  by  the 
press,  and  the  captain's  wife  received 
every  mark  of  respect  and  admiration 
from  the  masters  of  the  vessels  then 
lying  in  the  harbor  of  Montevideo.

During  the  past  fivi 
years  the  traffic  on  the  lakes  has  in 
crea.sed  immensely,  and  the  beginninf 
only  has  been  made.  The  fear  that 
was  felt  a  few  years  ago  that  the  ma- 
rine interest  of  the  lakes  had  seen  it! 
best  days  has  proved  to  be  unfounded. 
Every  shipyard  on  the  lakes  is  crowd 
ed  with  orders  that  will  take  a  ,yeaj 
to  fill. 


O.  A.  n.  Called  on   for  Relief. 

Ex-Gov.  Lucius  Fairchild  of  Wisconsin, 
fommanderin-chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  and  Col.  K.  B.  Gray,  visit«d 
Charleston,  S.  C.,  a  few  days  ago,  and  after 
seeing  the  condition  of  things,  issued  the 
following: 

Charleston,  S.  C.  Sept.  14.— Comrades  of 
the  Grand  Army    of    tho    Rei)nblic:     With 
you     I     have    been    profoundly     touched 
by   the  «rcat   calamity  at  Charleston  and 
vicinity,  caused  by  the  recent  earthquake. 
I     came      liere      as    your     representative 
to  learn  the  exact  facts  as    to  the   necessi- 
ties ot  the  i)e.»ple,  and  to  take  such  action 
as  the  occasion  miitht  re(|uire.     The  imme- 
diate demand  for  food  is  promiitly  answer- 
ed   by    funds    already     contributed,      but 
there   is    a    class   of  citizens  whose  houses 
are  nioro  or  less  shattered   and    who   have 
no  means  wherewith  to  repair  them.    This 
class,  and  those  being  homeless  have,  nev- 
ertheless, suffered  loss  of  personal  property, 
roquireaid  from  abroad.  Itwil'  be  to  them  a 
continued  calamity  unless  help  is  rendered. 
The  community    here   have   done  and  are 
doing  everything   in   their  power.     A  large 
sum  of   mo?iey   is   required    to  do  all  that 
ought  to  be  done.  This  condition  of  affairs 
warrants  immediate  and  extraordinary  ef- 
forts.    1  feel  conlident  that  every  comrade 
is  anxiows  to  do  what  he  can  to  bringcom- 
fort    and  happiness  to  tho  stricken  people. 
I  therefore  request   department  command- 
ers to   call  upon  each  post  in  their  depart- 
ments   at   once  to  appoint   a  committee, 
which   shall  collect  such  sums  as  comrades 
and   their  fellow-citizens   in  cities,  villages, 
and  on  the  'arms  may  desire  to  contribute. 
The  money   should    be  transmitted  to  de- 
partm«nt  headquarters,    whence   it  will  be 
sent  to   W.  A.  Courtenay,    Esq.,  mayor  of 
Charleston.     A    committee     consisting    of 
seven  oi  the  best  citizens  of  Charleston  will 
see   that  the  money  is  properly  applied  to 
the  relief  only  of  the  worthy  and  necessi- 
tous.

In  1883  the  Asiatic  cholera  attack- 
ed   Alexandria,    in  Egypt,    and   was 
very  fatal.     In  1884  it  advanced  into 
Europe  and  raged  in  Marseilles  and 
Toulon,   both   French    cities,   and  in 
Naples,   Italy.    A  few  cases  occurred 
in  Paris,  but  it  was  soon  stamped  out 
there,  as  an  epidemic.    Fears  were  en 
tertained  that  it  might  pass  into  Eng- 
land and  cross  the  Atlantic,  but  they 
proved   unfounded      Last    year   and 
this  year  its  ravages  have  been  felt  ic 
the   small    ports    along    the    Italian 
coast,  and  it  has  destroyed  vast  pop- 
ulations in  the    Asiatic  peninsula   ol 
Corea.    But  its  area  in   Europe  hajs 
been  greatly  reduced;  it  has  invaded 
none  of  the  great  cities,  and  fears  ol 
its  coming  tp  A n^ericabftve  disappear- 
ed. 


The  bureau  of  engraving  and  printing  is 
now  printing  the  $1  silver  certificates  and 
a  supply  has  been  turned  over  to  the  United 
States  treasurer.  About  .">,000  notes  a 
day  is  the  present  capacity  of  the  l>ureau, 
but  within  a  week  or  ten  days  the  daily 
oitputwill  be  increased  to  8,000.

At 
Thinihu  there  have  been  5,000  deaths,  and 
at  Torai  6,000  deaths  iu  one  month  are 
reported. 

The  total  number  of  cholera  cases  in 
Japan  since  its  first  appearance  this  year 
is  59,000,  of  which  .'{7,000  ended  fatally.

The  Democrscy  of  Minnesota,  In  conTontlon 
assembled,  hereby  declare:

There  has 
been  lack  of  supervision,  incompetency  In 
action,  extravagance  In  expenditure,  waste 
of  the  publio  domain,  severity  in 
taxation,  encroachments  upon  personal 
rights,  encouragement  of  monopolies— In 
•horl,  snch  utter  disregard  of  the  public  will 
that  the  government  Intended  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  people's  InterestK  has  become  a  mere 
machine  to  Injure  thepi.  Tne  results  have  been 
equally  disastrous  to  our  development.  With  a 
soil  of  exnberant. fertility,  a  climate  of  health- 
giving  vigor,  a  location  commanding  the 
chelcest  markets  in  the  world,  the  progress  of 
onr  state  should  be  twice  over  what  it  Is  to-day. 
For  all  this  misrule  and  the  consequences,  the 
Republican  party  Is  strictly  responsible.  A 
change  la  now  imperatively  demanded.  Shall 
the  people  now  tear  away  the  sham  and  restore 
the  real  goverftment?

Justice  and 
sound  policy  alike  dictate  that  the  tools  of  the 
laborer  and  the  mechanic,  the  raw  materials  of 
the  manufacturer,  the  ImpleiRents  of  tho  tarraer, 
and  all  things  necessary  for  the  life,  comfort  and 
employment  of  the  people  should  not  l>e  ex- 
cluded from  our  markets  or  enhanced  In  price  by 
taxes  Imposed  up<m  them  for  the  profit  of  pro- 
tected millions.  We  are  therefore  in  favor  ot  a 
revision  of  the  present  unequal  and  unjust  tariff 
and  Its  adjustment  to  a  revenue  basis,  believing 
that  any  tariff  system  for  purposes  other  than 
raising  revenue  for  the  expenses  of  the  govern- 
ment, ecnomlcally  administered,  is  unjust  and 
without  constitutional  authority. 

Fourth— This  convention  aftlrms  that  the  de- 
partment of  agriculture,  as  established  at  Wash- 
ington, should  be  elevated  to  the  dignity  and 
power  of  a  cabinet  position.  We  maintain  that 
railroad,  telegraph,  express  and  similar  corpora- 
tions are  created  by  state  or  fedeml  law  for  pub- 
lic service,  and  derive  all  their  powers  and  priv- 
ileges from  their  creators,  and  are  properly  sub- 
ject to  legislative  covernment  and  control.  Wo 
are  nnqualltlcdlv  In  favor  of  such  legislation  In 
this  state  as  will  insure  free  and  open  markets 
for  buying  and  selling,  and  equitable  and  reas- 
onable transportation  charges  and  facllitle.<. 
equal  alike  to  tho  producer,  dealer  and  con- 
Bumer.  We  favor  a  carelnl  revision  and  a 
stricter  enforcement  of  our  state  warehou.ie  and 
pain  laws,  to  the  ehd  that  the  capital  and  labor 
of  the  agriculturist  and  mechanto  may  no  longer 
be  made  to  pay  tribute  to  these  great  corpora- 
tions who,  having  In  the  past  done  so  mnch  for 
the  growth  and  grandeur  of  our  state^  have 
grown  with  Its  growth,  and  strengthened  with 
Its  strength,  until  thoy  are  now  assuming  and 
exercising  authority  and  power  antagonistic  to 
the  publio  welfare,  and  In  opposition  «o  the  will 
ot  that  people  who  are  their  creators  and  whoso 
■ervanis  tliev  are. 

Fifth— That  we  view  with  anxious  Interest  the 
great  question  of  labor  now  agita'lng  the  public 
mind.  The  advnnce  and  ijerfectloniof  machinery 
elevated  the   dignity,  ol    labor  and  urges  it  to 
reach  out  for  more  ofthe  Intelleetual,  moral  and 
social  enjoyments  of  life.     In  the-tecm  of  hours 
which  now  constitutes  a  day's  work,  we  find  at 
the  very  groundwork  a  gross  lack  of  uniformity, 
tho  term  running  all  the  way  from  eight  to  six- 
teen hours.    It  would  he  a  marvel  If,- In  this  age, 
human  nature    woulil   rest  quietly  under  such 
oppressive  Irregulnrlty.    Tho  elght-houl  term  Is 
now  a  law  of  the  United  States  government    for 
all  laborers,  workmen  and  mechanics  employed 
therelu;  and  It  is  also  the  e<iual  ono-thlrd  pait 
of  our  time.    In  all  national,  state  or  munlcipol 
works  a  uniform  rule  sliould  be  established  .-.nd 
rigorously  adhered  to.    We  further  demand  en- 
oouragenient  to  tho  national  bureau  ot  statis- 
tics and  the  establishment  of  a  lalwr  bureau  In 
our  state;   better  legislation  securing  the  pay- 
ment of  wages  earned;  provision  for  tho  health 
and  safety  of   operatives:    indemnification  for 
injuries  received:    piohibllion  of    the   employ- 
ment  of    immature    children     In     shops     and 
factories:  protection  from  the  ravages  from  the 
usurer      and     tax     title     shark:     arbitration 
(or   all    differences    t>etween  capital  and  labor: 
and    legislation    agabist    convict     labor    l>eing 
brought  into  competition  with  honest  toll.    We 
specially  condemn  the  practice  long  In  vogue  la 
Minnesota  of  the  state   hiring  out  Its  convicts. 
We  further  oppose  In  pnbllo  works  the  convict 
system,  and  believe  thai  all  such  labor  should 
be  done  by  the  day  and  under  careful  supervis- 
ion.    Whatever   may    bn    necessary  to    better 
f'uard  the  rights  and  ennoble  the  calling  of  the 
abort ng  classes  should  receive  early  and  ear- 
nest attention.  .         ,    .,  , 
Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as   the  relations  of 
labor  to  capital,  of  the  pnbllo  to  corporations, 
arc  the  domineering  questions  In  both  national 
and  state  politics,   and  inasmuch  as  ordinary 
legislation  Is  vacillating  and  often  partisan  ae  a 
practical  measure,  we  are  In  favor  of  a  consti- 
tutional convention  for  the  purpose  of  adjust- 
ing those  relations  upon  a  sound  and  equitable 
basis  by  engrafting  tho  traditional  doctrines  of 
the   Democratic   party  npon  tho  fundamental 
law  of  the  state. 

Sixth— That  the  convention  recognizes  the 
fact  that  our  bnsine.is  relations  are  varied  and 
onr  state  composed  of  citizens  of  every  clime, 
condition,  custom  and  creed.  The  largest  liberty 
consistent  with  law  shonld  be  allowed  to  all. 
The  traditions  of  the  Democratic  party  being 
In  favor  of  personal  liberty,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  party  is  opposed  to  all 
claiis  and  sunnptuary  legislation.  Wo  encourage 
Immigration  of  all  who  are  desirous  of  building 
np  homes  and  acquiring  American  citizenship, 
but  wo  strenuously  oppose  the  Importation  ot 
foreign  labor  under  contract,  as  degrading  to  hu- 
manity and  hostile  to  free  Institntions.  The 
public  lands,  the  heritage  of  the  people,  should 
be  reserved  for  actual  settlers.  We  express  onr 
sympathy  with  the  patriots  of  Ireland  In  their 
efforts  to  secure  home  rule,  pending  which  we 
earnestly  hope  that  parliament  will  paas  Mr. 
Parnell's  present  bill  to  prevent  further  evic- 
tions until  equitable  land  laws  may  be  enacted. 
Wo  declare  that  the  nation  owes,  a  «lebt  of 
gratitude  to  Its  soldiers  and  sailors.  We  there-- 
fore  favor  such  legislation  by  congress  as  will 
Insure  to  every  surviving  veteran  of  the  Union 
forces  who  Is  Incapacitated  from  labor  a  liberal 
pension  for  his  honorable  support  during  life 
and  for  tho  support  of  those  who  are  dependant 
npon  him,  whether  such  incapacity  occurred 
during  the  war  or  since.  We  would  have  It  an 
axiom  that  "Republics  are  grateful,"  and  that 
pensions  should  be  cheerfvUx  bestowed  as  a 
recognition  of  honorable  servloM^ndered  to 
the  nation  In  Its  hour  of  dannuuWW  o  deplore 
the  fact  that  In  onr  own  state  there  are  to-day  a 
large  number  of  veterans  who  are  objects  of 
publio  and  private  charity.  We  therefore  urge 
that  steps  be  taken  by  our  next  legislature  for 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  soldiers' home  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  disabled  and  Infirm 
veterana  ^  _        .  ,. 

Seventh— Pledging  to ,  the  promotion  of  these 
objects  we  call  npon  all  good  citizens,  regardless 
of  all  former  party  ties,  to  unite  with  us  In 
our  efforts  to  secure  good  goyernment  for  the  | 
people.

During  tho  summer  Salisbury's  orchestra 
spent  the  season  at  the  Hotel  Orleans, 
Spirit  Lake.  Mrs.  McHenry  paid  a  pro- 
tracted visit  to  this  summer  resort,  and 
the  intimacy  which  developments  have  dis- 
closed sprang  np  there.  Alter  returning  to 
tho  city  these  relations  seem  to  have  been 
continued  until  Mrs.  Salisbury's  curiosity 
was  excited.  Her  apprehensions  were 
confirmed  by  the  discovery  in  her  hus- 
band's Docket  of  a  note  Iro  m  Mrs.  McHenry , 
proposing  elopement.  This  document  was 
promptly  laid  belors  McHenry,  and  soon 
after  the  faithless  wile  was  confronted 
with  It.  She  neither  explained  nor  denied 
it,  but  seeking  a  convenient  opportu- 
nity, swallowed  a  dose  ol  poison, 
prompt  medical  assistance  alone 
preventing  a  suicide.

■atters  in  tlie  National  Park. 

D.  W.  Wear,  superintendent  ol  the  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  in  his  annual  re- 
port to  the  secretary  of  the  interior,  calls 
attention  to  the  laws  of  the  park,  and 
says: 

They  are  entirely  inadequate  for 
its  protection.  He  suggests  that  a 
law  bo  enacted  by  congress  estab- 
lishing a  court  within  and  lor  the 
park,  with  exclusive  jurisdiction  ot  all 
misdemennorB,  and  with  power  to  examine 
and  hold  to  bail  persons  charged  with  lol- 
ony,  to  be  tried  by  the  nearest  court  hav- 
ing criminal  jurisdiction.  The  roads  and 
bridges  in  the  park  are  in  good  condition, 
the  hotel  accommodations  good  and  am- 
ple, and  the  transportation  facilities  excel- 
lent. The  Yellowstone  National  Park  as- 
sociation have  leased  hotel  sites  at  Mam- 
moth Hot  Springs,  Fire  Hole,  Upper  Gey- 
ser Basin  and  Grand  Canon,  and  contem- 
plate erecting  good  hotels  at  these  points. 
A  fine  large  hotel  has  already  been  erected 
at  Norris  Grisser  Basin.  There  ia  more 
game  now  in  the  park  ol  every  kina  than 
was  ever  before  known.  Elk,  antelope, 
deer  and  mountain  sheep  are  plsntilul. 
Thoconditionofthestock,  buildings,  fences, 
roads  and  bridges,  has  been  materially 
improved  during  the  year.  The  disburse- 
ments were  J3y,000.

the       bonds       of       each        banking       in- 
stitution should   be  at  least  double    the 
amount  of  the  deposit.     During  the  year 
lMh5  there  were  two  times— tho  let  of  Sep- 
tember and  October— when   there   was   an 
exee.ss   in   the   amount   of   tho   authorized 
sum,  tho  largest  being  $19, 107.97.    During 
1884    there   were  excesses    upon    Aug.    1, 
Sept.  1,  and  Oct.  1,  on  the  two   last  dates 
this    amount   being   more   than  the  total 
amount    that    could    be    covered    by     an 
e«iual    proportionate  distribution    ol    the 
deposits  among  all   the   banks.     Relerring 
to  the  present  condition  ol  the   bonds,   the 
examiner    says   that   he  has    advised   the 
treasurer  in  regard  to  all  statutory  defects 
ill  certain  of  the  bonds,  and  also  that  four 
new  i)oiid8  should  be  called  for  from  banks 
whose  bonds  aro  ra<lirally  defective  byrea- 
Rtm  of  the  (loath  or  failure   of   sureties,  or 
for  vital  faults  in   their   original  construc- 
tion and  execution.    He  recommends  in  the 
execution    ol    new    bonds    a      liberal     in- 
cr.^ase  in   the  amount,      and,    noting    the 
lact     that      no      limitation      is    set      by 
the  statute,  he  recommends  that   a  limita- 
tion  bo,  fixed   by  law   governing  the  Hie  ol 
this  class  of  bonds.    He  also  8ugg<;8ts  that 
a  custodian  for  tho  bonds  be  named  in  the 
statutes- an  entirely  disinterested  person. 
He   calls    the  attention  to  the  inadequacy 
of   the  amount  now  fixed  by  law  as  to  the 
penalty    of    the    state   treasurer's  official 
b(md  to  protect  the  increasing  funds  of  the 
treasury.    The  bond    of    the    treasurer  is 
$100,000. 

BONOS    KXPIRED. 

He  calls  attention  also  to  the  fact  that 
several  of  the  bonds  ol  state  officers  have 
expired  from  various  causes,  and  that  tho 
official  acts  of  the  incumbents,  are  without 
the  necessary  authority  until  they  have 
duly  qualified  by  the  execution  of  a  proper 
bond.  The  total  of  the  invested  fund  ol 
tbe  state  in  $4,122,tj50,  ol  this  amount 
$3,842,650  belongs  to  the  permanent 
school  land  and  $280,000  to  the  perma- 
nent university  fund. 

Tho  exii  miner  urges  that  a  return  ol  all  the 
treasurer's  transactions,  with  the  vouchers 
therefor,  should  be  made  to  the  auditor 
daily  instead  of  monthly.    He  says: 

Any  system  of  accounting  which  makes 
the  auditor  dependent  in  any  measure 
upon  the  treasurer  for  information  as  to 
his  cash  transactions  is  radically  defective 
and  vicious. 

The  point  is  made  that  in  the  case  of  tax- 
ing mining  prcxiucts  information  as  to  the 
amount  of  funds  to  be  received  by  the  treas- 
urer is  lodged  with  the  auditor,  and  in  the 
case  of  money  collected  by  state  grain  in- 
spectors and  weighmastersthe  information 
is  lodged  with  the  trea.surer.  He  suggests 
a  constitutional  amendment  to  produce 
uniformity.  The  total  receipts  for  twelve 
months  of  all  the  public  institutions  were 
$734,990,03;  disbursements,  $714,630.55. 
He  holds  that  there  can  be  no  propriety  in 
the  present  loose  method  by  which  the  bills 
to  l)e  paid  are  filed  monthly  with  the  state. 
He  notes  that  the  annual  expenditure  for 
tobacco  at  the  state  prison  lor  convicts 
amounts  to  nearly  $2,000.  and  recom- 
mends that  hereaiter  these  rations  be  paid 
lor  by  those  to  whom  they  are  issued.  The 
bond  ol  the  president  ol  the  board  ol  the 
stat«  university  has  not  been  renewed  fol- 
lowing several  appointments  as  regent  lor 
the  term  ol  three  years  each.  The  exam- 
iner charges  that  there  should  be  a  meas- 
ure of  rebel  from  his  work  in  supervising 
the  institutions  of  the  state. 


FAMILY  DIFFERENCES. 

AemeRtrlklBg  luUaees  DsTsleped  UtkeClvll 

War.

During   the   war  there  were  several 
striking  instances  of  family  difference 
over  the  questions  at  issue.    John  J. 
Crittenden,  of  Kentucky,had  two  son- 
one   in  the  confederate  and  the  other 
in  tho  Union.    Right  here  in  Pennsyl- 
vania  we  had  a  very  notable  case  of 
the   same  sort.    The   two  McAlister 
boys  will  be  remembered  by  many  of 
the   Times  readers.    They  lived'up  in 
Juniata  county.    Tom  McAlister  was 
a  member  of  our  legislature  at  least  one 
term  then  went  south.    Robert  McAl- 
lister,  his  brother,  drifted    over    into 
New    Jersey    and   became  a  citizen  of 
that  state.    When  the  war  broke  out 
Tom  entered  the  confederate  army  and 
became  a    brigadier -general.    Robert 
McAllister  stood  by    the    Union  and 
commanded  a  brigade  on  our  side  of 
the     light.    Frequently     these     two 
brothers   struck    each    others    hard 
blows  in  the   fierce   furnace   of    war. 
Time  after  time  they  threw  their  bri- 
gades against  each  other  with  terrific 
Force,  each  probably  fighting  the  hard- 
er against  the  other  for  the  pride  in 
their  cause,  which  the   ties  of  blood 
not  only  did  not   diminish,  but  in- 
creased. 

In  Bath  county,  Va.,  there  lives  a 
very  prominent  family  by  the  name 
of  Terrill.  Before  the  war  it  cut  con- 
siderable of  a  swath  in  the  social  and 
political  life  of  that  section.  When 
the  war  broke  out  William  H.  Terrill,

one  of  the  sons,  took  to  the  I'nion 


side  and  soon  became  a  soldier  of 
great  promise.  He  was  killed  while 
leading  a  brigade  at  Perry  ville,  where 
thegallant  Jackson  fell,  and  where  Gen. 
Lytle,  who  wrote  "I  am  dying,  Egypt, 
dying,"  was  wounded.  His  death  w.as 
a  sad  one,  for  he  was  just  reaching  aft- 
er the  Hower  of  great  fame.  It  is  easy 
for  me  to  recall  the  circumstances  of 
his  heroic  fall  when  some  of  the  bravest 
and  the  best  of  the  Second  Michican 
Cavalry  followed  this  gallant  soldier 
to  the  unseen  land. 

Gen.  Terrill's  brother  went  into  the 
Confederate  army  and  while  leaxiing 
his  brigade  at  Cold  Harbor  was  killed. 
The  father  brought  the  remains  of  his 
two  gallant  sons   home  and    buried 
them  on  the  farm  where  both    had 
spent  their  childhood  days  and  where 
they  had  grown  to  manhood  and  there 
parted  over    a   quc>8tion -of  duty    to 
State  or  nation.    Both  had  lain  down 
their  lives  for   their    sentiments.    Be- 
tween the  simple  graves  of  the  two 
boys  the  father  has  erected  a  marble 
slab.    A  most  touching  inscription  is 
cut  in  the  white  stone.    It  chides  nei- 
ther one.   It  expresses  faith  m  the  Crea- 
tor and  leaves  him  to  judge  of  his  two 
heroes'  conduct.    It  is  a  simple  line 
and  reads: 
"God  only  knows  which  one  was  right." 
There  was  much  more  that  was  pa- 
thetic  in   Col.    Jones's  recital  of  this 
touching  incident  of  war.    But  here  is 
enough  to  illustrate  how  cruel  the  dif- 
ferences in  this    life   really    are. '  The 
conflict  in  the  Taylor  family  over  pol- 
itics is  not  sad,  but  funny.      But  the 
estrangements  which  war  made    were 
pad  and  bitter  enough  to  bring  sympa- 
thy and  tears.

This  cast  glass  is  hard,  not  dearer  in 
production  than  cast  iron,  and  has 
tbe  advantaee  of  transparency,  so 
that  all  flaws  can  be  detected  before 

it  is  applied  to  practical  use.  It  will 
be  much  lesp  exposed  to  injury  from  at- 
mospheric influences  than  iron.  The 
process  of  manufacture  is  not  difficult, 
the  chief  feature  being  rapid  cooling. 
The  hardness  and  resisting  power  of 
this  cast  glass  are  so  great  that  ex- 
periments are  now  in  progress  at  the 
Siemens  glass  foundry  at  Dresden 
with  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  the  material  could  be  #  n- 
ployed  for  rails  on  railways.

WashinKton  Letter. 

One  of  the  busiest  persons  in  Wash- 
ington these  hot  summer  days  is  Ains- 
worth  R.  Spoflord,  the  librarian  ol 
Congress.  While  other  people  are  dis- 
porting themselves  by  mountain  or 
seaside  he  is  busy  with  his  plans  for 
the  new  library  building.  And  while 
other  people  are  happy  in  their  relief 
from  work  he  is  more  happy  in  this 
opportunity  to  devote  himself  to  this 
work.  It  has  been  the  pet  project  ol 
his  existence  for  many  years?.  There 
has  tieen  bill  after  bill  in' Congress  for 
the  erection  of  a  library  building,  and 
Mr.  Spotford  has  been  waiting  for 
these  many  years  to  see  the  ac- 
complishment of  his  hopes.  Now 
that  the  proposition  has  actually  be; 
come  a  fact  and  the  land  for  the  site' 
has  been  purchased,  he  cheerfully  re- 
linquishes his  summer  vacation  for 
the  work  he  has  so  long  hoped  to  see 
accomplished. 

Mr.  Spoflord  is  a  wonderful  man. 
Talk  of  walking  encyclopedias,  ho  is 
an  encyclopedia  of  encyclopedias,  and 
a  walking  one,  too.  No  matter  what 
you  want  to  know,  if  it  is  to  be  found 
out  in  books  you  have  only  to  go  to 
Mr.  Spoflford  and  he  will  put  you  in  a 
way  to  find  it.  He  is  one  of  the  busi- 
est men  in  Washington,  but  never  too 
busy  to  answer  a  question  relating  to 
information  to  bo  had  from  books. 
Ajiproach  him  on  any  other  subject 
than  the  one  connected  with  his 
life  study,  and  his  replies  are 
brief,  often  in  mono.syllables, 
showing  that  he  takes  no  interest  in 
the  suliject.  Turn  the  conversation 
to  books  or  a  kindred  topic,  and  he 
is  all  attention.  He.  has  studied  tlio 
library  buildings  of  theworld,  and  the 
new  building  which  is  to  be  construct- 
ed under  his  supervision  will  be  a 
model,  so  far  as  it  may  with  the  rath- 
er limited  sum  which  Congress  tardily 
and  grudgingly  gave  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  splendid  library  which  Mr. 
Spoflord  has  had  in  keeping  and  which 
has  so  largely  accumulated  in  the 
past  twenty-two  years. 

Tho  library  of  Congress,  to  which 
Mr.  SpolTord  was  anpointed  librarian 
by  President  Lincoln  in  18(33,  then 
consisted  of  perhaps  75,000  volumes. 
Now  it  contains  750,000  volumes  of 
books  and  pamphlets.  Then  its 
quarters  were  considered  commo- 
dious and  capacious;  now  they 
are  crowded  with  piles  and 
boxes  of  books  that  cannot  be  used 
because  there  is  not  room  for  their 
distribution,  and  many  dark  rooms 
in  the  basement  of  the  Capitol  are 
filled  with  volumes  which  cannot  be 
given  accommodation  in  the  library 
it.self.  Then  the  salary  of  the  librari- 
an and  his  assistants  was  $6,000  or 
$7,000  a  year;  now  their  total  sala- 
ries amount  to  nearly  .$40, 000 a  year. 
Then  the  library  was  surpassed  by 
many  in  different  parts  of  the  world; 
now  there  are  but  four  in  the  entire 
world  which  outranks  it.  At  the 
rate  of  increase  which  has  been  the 
rule  for  many  years  past,  Mr.  Spofford 
will  have  a  round  million  of  books 
and  pamphlets  to  store  away  in  his 
new  library  building  when  it  is  com- 
pleted. The  rate  of  increase  in  the 
number  of  works  in  the  library  in  the 
past  year  has  been  very  rapid.  By  law 
every  person  who  copyrights  a  book 
must  send  two  copies  to  the  library. 
Besides  this  Congress  gives  from  $50,- 
000  to  $75,000  a  year  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  for  it,  and  under  the 
careful  management  of  Mr.  Spofford 
this  gives  a  rapid  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  its  works.  Tho  library  now  is 
increasing  at  the  rate  of  nearly  fifty 
thousand  volumes  a  year.  The  col- 
lection is  a  wonderful  one.  It 
comprises 
languages, 

subjects  it  has  a  volume  of 
every  work  published.  Many  of  the 
works  upon  the  shelves  are  especially 
valuable  for  their  antiquity,  while  in 
all  new  publications,  both  in  this  coun- 
try and  elsewhere,  it  keeps  fully  up  to 
the  times. 

The  library,  while  it  is  called  the 
library  of  Congress,  is  really  the  li- 
brary of  the  people.  Anybody  who 
visits  it  may  examine  at  his  leisure 
any  of  the  works  upon  its  shelves,  and, 
by  depositing  the  value  of  any  book, 
may  take  it  to  his  home  and  keep  it 
a  considerable  time.  It  is  the  Mecca 
ofthehistorian  and  careful  writer  from 
all  parts  of  the  country.  They  travel 
here  to  study  the  works  of  reference 
upon  its  shelves,  and  any  day  you 
may  see  within  itswalls'men  and  wom- 
en of  letters  studying  the  valuable 
records  which  it  contains. 

The  library  was  founded  in  1802 
with  some  three  thousand  volumes 
carefully  selected  in  London.  John 
Randolph  was  ono  of  its  earliest 
friends  and  supporters.  Jefferson 
was  also  its  friend,  and  when  he  found 
it  necessary  to  part  with  his  fine  col- 
lection of  books  they  were  promptly 
purchased  by  Congress  and  adde<l  to 
the  library.  It  is  said  that  Jefferson 
shed  tears  on  parting  with  his  library, 
which  was  for  that  time  a  very  fine 
one.  Like  other  features  of  the  great 
Government  it  has  had  its  reverses. 
It  was  destroyed  by  fire  when  the 
British  invaded  Washington  in  1814. 
They  took  the  books  from  the  library, 
which  was  then  in  the  Capitol,  as  it  is 
now,  and  piling  them  on  the  floor  of 
the  Hall  of  Repre-sentatives,  set  fire  to 
them,  and  thus  fired  the  great  build- 
ing. Thirty-seven  years  later  a  fire 
caused  bv  a  defective  flue  destroyed 
half  the  library,  which  then  consisted 
of  some  sixty  thousand  volumes, 


Captain  Swift's  Valiant  Five. 

A  defense  in  which  were  combined 
pluck,  endurance,  suffering  and  des- 
peration was  that  of  Capt.ain  Swift 
andhis  five  companions,  near  the  forks 
of  the  Big  Cheyenne.    They  were  all 
citizens,  and  all  on  their  way  into  the 
Black  Hills   country  on  foot.    Swift 
had  been  a  captain  in  a  border  com- 
jiany     raised     to     fight     Indians    in 
Northern  Nebraska,  and  was  the  only 
one  in  the    lot  who    had  ever    mot    a 
hostile.    Swift  and  two  companions 
found    tho   other   three    prospectors 
hear  the  forks,  and  it  wJts  agreed  that 
all  should  push  further  west  in  com- 
pany.   Every  man  was  armed  with  a 
Winchester       and      two      revolvers, 
and    each   carried   several     hundred 
rounds  of  ammunition.     The  men  had 
broken   camp    five  miles    below     the 
forks,  and  were  on  the  south  bank   of 
the  main  stream,  when  they  were  at- 
tacked by  thirty-five  mounted  Indians. 
The  whites  were  on  foot  and  had  the 
shelter  of  timber  alongthe  banks,  and, 
although  they    were  harassed    for  a 
couple  of  hours,  no  one  was  hurt,  and 
the  march  was   not  greatly    retard- 
ed.   However,      as      they      reached 
tho    forks     the     force     of     Indians 
suddenly    increased     to     over     one 
hundred,      and,     as     they  not    only 
barred  the  way  but  had  cut  off  retreat. 
Swift  realized    that    the    little    band 
must  go  into  camp  and  prepare  for  a 
siege.    They  drove  the  Indians  down 
the  .south  fork  about  half  a  mile  until 
getting  possession  of  a  bluff  which  was 
well    covered   with   timber,   and   here 
they  intrenched.    A  natural  sink  was 
deepened    with  hatchets  and  knives, 
a   few    rocks   and    limbs    were   piled 
around  the  edges,   and  the  men  got 
into  the  rifle  pit,   knowing  that  the 
0(Vls  were  twenty  to  one,  and  that 
there  could  not  be  the  faintest  hope 
of  reinforcements. 

the  Indians  could  not  approach  the 
bluff  except  under  fire.  After  they  had 
maintaine<1  a  fusilade  for  upward  of 
an  hour  without  harm  to  the  party, 
they  sent  forward  a  flag  of  truce  by  a 
half-breed  who  could  speak  English 
tolerably  well.  Swift  went  forward  to 
the  edge  of  the  timber  to  meet  him, 
and  the  men  in  the  pit  were  warned  to 
be  on  their  guard  against  treachery, 
ami  to  shoot  down  any  other  Indian 
who  sought  to  approach  while  a  par- 
ley was  being  held.  The  half-breed 
came  forward  without  tear.  It  was 
evidently  his  object  to  get  near  enough 
to  see  what  sort  of  a  defense  the 
men  had  erected,  and  to  be  certain 
of  their  number,  but  Swift  baf- 
fled him  in  this  by  meeting  him  out 
side  the  timber.  The  two  were  in  rifle 
phot  of  both  forces,  and  as  the  half- 
bree<i  rode  up  he  demanded  the  im- 
mediate surrender  of  the  party.  He 
said  that  IL'O  Indians  were  on  the 
ground,  with  others  coining  up  in  the 
afternoon,  and  that  it  was  folly  for 
the  white  men  to  think  of  holding  out 
against  such  a  force.  In  case  of  sur- 
render, they  would  be  disarmed  and 
rot  at  liberty  to  make  their  way  out 
of  the  country,  but  if  the  indians  were 
compelled  to  fight  them  to  a  surrender 
Ihey  could  exjiect  no  mercy. 

Swift  replied  that  his  party  did  not 
seek  war  with  the  red  men.  They 
were  going  to  the  Black  Hills  with 
hundreds  of  others  to  prospect  for 
gold,  and  only  asked  to  be  let  alone. 
They  had  been  attacked  without  prov- 
ocation, and  they  should  fight  to  the 
bitter  end.  The  half-breed  had  his 
rifle  lying  across  his  saddle  while  he 
talked,  while  Swift  leaned  on  his.  The 
half-bieed  once  more  put  his  demand, 
and  as  it  was  refused  he  suddenly  raised 
his  weapon  and  fired  at  Swift,  and 
then  wheeled  his  pony.  The  men 
were  not  over  ten  feet  apart,  and 
the  bullet  passed  between  Swift's  left 
arm  and  his  side,  cutting  through  his 
coat.  Had  he  raised  his  rifle  to  firo 
a  return  shot  he  would  have  been  a 
dead  man,  for  the  action  of  the  half 
breed  was  the  signal  for  fifty  Indian 
rifles  to  ring  out.  Swift  dropped  in 
his  tracks  and  crept  back  to  the    ritle 

{lit  unhiirmed;  but  he  was  revenged 
)efore  he  reathed  it.  One  of  the  men 
had  kept  the  half  breed  covered  with 
his  Winchester,  and  as  he  turned  to 
gallop  away  he  received  a  bullet  in 
the  hack  which  flung  him  from  the 
saddle  and  left  him  dead  on  the 
ground.  The  redskins  had  been  beaten 
at  their  own  game,  and  they  gave  vent 
to  their  chagrin  and  anger  in  shouts 
and  yells  and  individual  demonstra- 
tions. In  ten  minutes  they  were  firing 
all  along  the  line,  and  some  of  them 
took  advantage  of  the  ground  to  a

coffee  pot  lowered,  but  the  Indians  ic 
some  manner  got  a  hint  of  what  waa 
going  on  and  again  oi^ened  fire.  Whil« 
Cooper  was  not  wounded,  he  was 
driven  to  the  pit,  and  all  further  hop.« 
of  securing  water  was  abandoned. 
Not  a  man  slept  a  wink  during  th< 
night,  it  being  generally  understood 
that  the  Indians  might  make  a  rush 
any  moment.  As  oarly  dawn  came  n 
shot  was  fired  from  the  top  of  a  tre« 
in  the  e<lge  of  tho  grove,  which  struck 
a  man  named  Abbott  in  the  head  and 
killed  him  instantly.  A  second  shot 
immediately  followed,  but  hit  no  one. 
It  was  ut  once  discovered  that  two  In- 
dian sharpshooters  had  climbed  into 
tho  tree  during  tho  night,  and  from 
their  elevation  could  look  down  into 
therillepit.  They  could  not  bo  seen, 
but  two  of  the  men  opened  a  rapid 
fire,  and  after  about  tWenty-flve shots 
had  been  fired  both  redskins  wer« 
tumbled  to  the  ground.  Their  fall 
was  the  signal  fortho  ball  to  opt*  all 
along  the  line,  and  again  the  bullets 
whizzed  over  the  nit  like  legions  of  an- 
gry bees.  Tho  Indians  were  pretty 
cautious  about  exposing  themselves, 
but  during  the  forenoon  three  of  thein 
were  seen  to  drop,  either  hard  hit  or 
killed  outright. 

From  noon  to  5  o'clock  not  a  shot 
was  fired  on  either  side,  and  from  5 
to  sundown  the  Indians  fired  only 
a  dozen  times  -sufliciont  to  warn  the 
white  men  that  the  siege  was  still 
on.  Hunger  now  compelled  the  men 
to  eat»raw  bacon  and  flour;  and  the 
torments  of  thirst  were  increased. 
Swift  suffered  far  more  than  the  oth- 
ers, being  wounded,  but  not  a  com- 
p'aint  passed  his  lips.  He  was  too 
stiff  and  sore  to  leave  the  pit,  but 
about  10  o'clock  one  of  the  men  vol- 
untered  to  try  for  water.  Some  ol 
tho  Indians  had  swam  across,  and 
Were  located  under  the  bank.  While 
they  could  not  climb  it,  or  at  least  did 
not,  they  were  at  hand  to  prevent 
tho  men  from  getting  water. 

It  was  Foster  who  went  out  on  the 
tree  this  time,  and  ho  had  not  yet 
lowered  the  vessel  when  abullet  knock- 
ed his  cap  off,  a  second  struck  the 
stock  of  his  rifle,  and  a  third  went 
through  the  coffee  pot.  He  reached 
the  pit  unwounded,  however,  and  Swift 
advised  that  no  one  else  should  ex- 
pose himself.  They  dug  up  the  roots 
around  them  and  got  slight  consola- 
tion from  chewing  them,  and  again  the 
morning  broke.  It  soon  became  evi- 
dent that  the  Indians  intended  to  fin- 
ish their  work.  They  were  whooping 
and  shouting  all  along  the  line,  and 
seemed  in  good  spirits. 

An  hour  after  daylight  the  whole 
line  advanced  along  on  the  pit.  each 
redskin  working  along  under  the  best 
shelter  he  could  find.  There  were  only 
four  men  to  defend  the  pit,  but, armed 
as  they  were,  and  desperate  as  they 
had  become,  the  odds  were  not  so 
great.  They  fired  coolly  yet  rapidly, 
and  they  not  only  halted  the  line,  but 
at  ono  point  where  three  bucks  were 
killed  within  ten  seconds  of  each  other 
a  panic  occurred.  Thirty  or  more 
Indians  rose  up  in  a  body  for  a  rush, 
but  the  fire  broke  them  before  they 
had  made  a  jump.  The  four  men  had 
the  six  rifles,  and  their  revolvers  were 
lying  beside  them  for  the  emergency 
A-hich  all  expected.  The  peril  of  the 
morning  did  not  last  twenty  minutes. 
The  baffled  Indians  retreat- 
ed back  to  their  old  position, 
and  about  nine  o'clock  withdrew  so 
quietly  that  their^oing  was  not  sus- 
pected for  another  hour.  They  went 
en  masse,  leaving  not  even  a  scout  be- 
hind. Wheti  the  four  men  had  secured 
water  and  something  to  eat,  they  took 
a  look  over  the  battle  ground.  The 
carcas.ses  of  seven  ponies  had  been  left 
behind,  and  there  were  plenty  of  blood 
stains  to  prove  that  their  Winchesters 
had  not  thrown  away  all  their  lead. 
A  Dog-Sioux,  who  was  afterward  em- 
ployed as  a  scout  at  Fort  Sully,  told 
the  military  authorities  that  thirteen 
Indians  were  killed  and  twenty-one 
wounded  in  the  fight,  and  that  they 
felt  themselves  fairly  whipped.  Other 
Indians  reported  the  number  killetl  at 
nineteen  and  tho  wounded  at  thirty, 
but  they  asserted  that  the  number  ol 
white  men  was  fourteen. 


SchiUlnir  Wooed  by  Yictorla  Mo- 
rosinL 

Schilling,  the  New  York  Ostler,  tells 
this  storyof  the  wayin  which  Miss  Mo- 
rosirii  wooed  and  won  his  too  suscep- 
tible heart: 

When  I  first  entered  ihts  tffiptey  of 
Mr.  Morosini  I  had  not  been  in  the 
stable  more  than  five  minutefi  before 
Victoria  came  down  from  the  house 
to  see  what  the  new  coachman  was 
like.

Afterward  she  brought  me  many  lit- 
tle delicacies  at  every  visit.  This 
continued  until  the  end  of  three 
months,  when  one  day  I  was  surprised 
beyond  measure  to  hear  her  say: 
"Do  you  know  I  1-1-lul?"  "What?"  I 
asked.  "I  lul— opposite  to  hate."  "I 
don't  know  what  you  mean,"  I  said. 
I  did  know  well  by  the  way  she  acted, 
but  I  pretended  otherwise.  "Opposite 
to  eight  is  nine."  "Not  'eight^  but 
'hate,'"  she  said.  "1  love  you;  I 
really  do."  "You  don't  mean  that," 
was  my  reply.  Then  she  became 
angry  and  reiterated  her  statement. 
Then  somebody  came  along,  and  when 
they  had  jgone  she  continued  in  the 
same  strain.  I  reasoned  with  her  and 
told  her  that  we  could  not  live  on  my 
slender  salary  as  she  had  been  accus- 
tomed to,  and  that  it  would  be  very 
foolish  for  us  to  go  away.  She  said 
she  would  be  willing  to  live  in  a 
cottage  and  wear  a  calico  gown  if  she 
could  be  mine.  Finally  we  arranged 
our  plans  to  leave,  but  not  until  she 
had  threatened  to  throw  herself  into 
the  river  unless  I  would  marry  her.

Swift's  instructions  to  the  men  were 
not  to  waste  a  bullet.  The  Indians 
had  to  expose  themselves  more  or  less, 
and  by  watching  for  opportunities 
and  keeping  cool  the  men  in  the  pit 
made  some  telling  shots.  Before  sun- 
down they  had  killed  or  wounded  a 
dozen  savages  and  forced  the  oth- 
ers to  exercise  far  greater  caution. 
Not  over  thirty  shots  were  fired 
from  the  pit  during  the  after- 
noon. .^8  night  approached  the  want 
of  water  began  to  be  felt.  No  ono  had 
had  a  drop  since  morning.  One  of  the 
men  crept  back  to  the  bank  of  the 
river  to  see  what  the  prospects  were 
for  getting  down  to  the  water,  and  he 
was  instantly  killed  by  a  bullet  fired 
from  the  other  side  of  the  stream. 
His  fate  was  not  known  until  darkness 
came  on  and  a  second  man  went  to 
look  for  him.  The  bank  was  very 
steep,  twelve  or  fourteen  feet  high,  and 
.  I  it  would  have  been  extremely  difficult 

books  in  ten  different  i  to  get  down  to  the  stream  had  there 
and  on  many  important  !  been  no  danger.  The  attempt  to  se- 
cure water  was  abandoned  for  the 
time.  All  the  provisions  in  the  party 
were  in  a  raw  state,  and,  of  course, 
no  fire  could  be  lighted.  Soon 
after  dark  the  fire  of  the  Indians 
ceased  entirely.  They  probably 
reasoned  that  it  was  only  a  question 
of  a  few  hours  more  when  the 
white  men  would  fall  into  their  hands, 
and  they  had  maintained  such  a  hot 
fire  throughout  the  day  that  their  am- 
munition must  have  been  running 
low. 

The  death  of  Walcott  cast  a  gloom 
over  the  party,  but  no  one  weakened. 
Along  toward  midnight,  when  every- 
thing was  very  quiet,  Capt.  Swift  tried 
for  water.  A  cottonwood  leaned  over 
the  bank  until  one  in  its  top  would  be 
over  the  water.  A  canteen  was  low- 
ered by  a  rope,  after  Swift  got  into 
position,  but  some  slight  noise 
was  made,  which  caused  the 
Indians  en  the  gpposite  bank  to 
open  fire,  and  bet'ore  Swift  could  de- 
scend from  the  tree  a  bullet,  wounded 
him  in  the  calf  of  the  leg.  He  crept 
back  to  the  rifle  pit  and  bandaged 
the  wound,  and  in  fifteen  minutes 
would  have  given  a  year  of  his  life  for 
a  pint  of  vater.  Various  methods 
for  obtaining  what  all  now  really  suf- 
fered for  were  suggested  and  i ejected. 
There  was  only  one  way.  It  must 
be  got  from  the  tree  if  at  all.  An 
hour  or  two  after  Swift  was  shot  a 
man  named  Cooper  crept  out  on  the 
tree  and  lowered  the  canteen.  He 
siici  ecded  in  drawing  up  a  few 
swallows  of  water,  and  at  once 
hastened  to  Swift.  The  Captain's 
wound  had  of  course  set  him  in  a 
fever,  and  while  he  could  have 
pulped  down  a  quart  he  had  only  a 
|;iil.  Cooper  returned  to  the  tree,  and 
in  lowering  the  canteen  lost  it.  An-

Tlie  "Wizard  of  tlic  Treasury." 

"The  Wizard  of  the  Treasury"  is 
thus  described  by  tho  Louisville,  Ky., 
Post: 

In  all  the  departments  there  aro  em- 
ployes who  hold  their  positions,  not 
on  the  strength  of  their  political  influ- 
ence, but  upon  the  strength  of  their 
peculiar  abilities.  Among  these  is 
Patrick  Byrnes  of  the  division  of  loans 
in  the  treasury  department.  For  a 
dozen  years  not  an  interest  check  has 
left  the  department  that  has  not 
passed  through  his  hands.  The  inter- 
est on  the  bond  is  paid  quarterly,  and, 
to  insure  obsolute certainty  thatnon« 
of  the  checks  go  astray,  it  is  absolute- 
ly necessary  that  they  should  be  all 
sealed  by  one  individual.  As  the  hold- 
ers of  bonds  are  represented  in  num- 
ber by  many  thousands,  it  would  take 
three  ordinary  men  to  do  the  work, 
but  Byrnes  does  the  mailing  single- 
handed.  The  checks  aro  brought 
down  from  the  loan  division  and  piled 
on  his  desk  in  stacks  like  cord-wood. 
Each  one  must  get  in  its  right  envel- 
ope, which  has  been  previously  ad- 
dressed; then  Byrnes  begins. 

With  no  mechanical  assistance  ex 
cept  a  wet  sponge  he  starts  in  to  do 
the  sealing.  Those  who  have  seen 
Blitz  or  Herrmann  handle  a  pack  ol 
playing-cards  before  a  wonder-stricken 
audience  might  have  some  idea  of  th« 
way  that  Byrnes  riffles  the  checks  in- 
to the  envelopes.  Fifty  a  minute. 
How  he  does  it  no  one  knows.  It  is  a 
sleight  of  hand,  but  so  rapidly  per- 
formed that  the  eye  cannot  follow  tht; 
movement.  Thump,  thump,  thiirnp, 
all  day  long,  and  at  the  close  of  th« 
depaitmental  day  he  has  filled  thret; 
store  boxes  with  sealed  envelopes, 
Does  he  ever  make  a  mistake?  \\  ell, 
no.  The  checks  varv  from  $50  to  $5, 
000,  and  a  single  mistake  on  his  jiart 
mij;ht  cost  him  a  year's  salary.  It  is 
safe  to  say  that  he  never  makes  one.  01 
the  thousands  of  people  who  quarter- 
ly recieve  these  interest  checks,  few 
know  of  the  wizard  through  whost 
hands  they  have  passed. 

Yaclitiiij;  on  the  Atlnntic. 

There  must  be  a  large  semi-fashion 
able  floating  population  around  New 
York  during  the  summer  season.  All 
over  the  harbor  and  up  the  sound  as 
far  as  Greenwhich  you  will  find  yachts, 
varying  from  $500  to  50,000  schoon- 
ers, anchored  in  quiet  bights  and  in- 
lets, and  serving  as  lodgings  for  theii 
owners  and  their  owners  families.

A  Remarkable  Rascal* 

One  of  the  convicts  at  work  on  the 
Murphy  Division  of  the  North  Caroli- 
na W^estern  Railroad,  says  an  ex- 
change, ha?  a  history  that  beats  any- 
thing to  be  found  in  a  dime  novel. 
Though  he  is  now  a  broken-down  old 
man  of  65,  he  was,  forty  years  ago, 
one  of  the  most  elegant  gentlemen  in 
Western  North  Carolina.  He  be- 
longed to  ft  good  family,  and  Was  well 
educated  and  refkied.  One  day  he 
suddenly  left  his  neighborhood  and 
went  to  Raleigh.  There  he  read  law 
under  the  Hon.  James  M.  Morehead, 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  and  soon 
gave  promise  of  distinguishing  him- 
self in  his  profession.  He  married  a 
young  lady  of  considerable  fortune, 
but  it  was  soon  discovered  that  he 
had  leit  another  wife  at  his  old  home. 
He  was  convicted  of  bigamy  and  sent 
to  the  Penitentiary,  whore  he  served 
out  his  term.  The  war  coming  on,  he 
entered  the  Confederate  army  and 
fought  with  desperation  and  valor. 
After  the  war  he  went  North, and  in  the 
character  pt  a  persecuted  Southern 
Union  man  swindled  Gen.  Grant,  Hor- 
ace Greeley,  Henry  Ward  Beecher  and 
other  prominent  Republicans  out  of 
$20,000.  Then  he  returned  Soiith 
and  said  the  Northern  people  had 
persecute*  him  and  driven  him  from 
place  to  place  because  he  had  served 
in  the  Confederate  army.  This  excit- 
ed the  sympathy  of  Gen.  Toombs, 
Alexander  H.  Stevens  and  others,  and 
they  gave  liberally  to  the  poor  fellow. 
He  is  serving  at  fifteen-  years'  term 
for  lorgery,  and  will  doubtless  wear 
the  stripes  until  he  dies.  Such  is  the 
bare  outline  of  a  life  history  contain- 
ing abundant  material  for  a  sensa- 
tional romance.

The  ravages  of  cholera  on  the  east 
coast  of  Asia  this  season  have  been 
vastly  more  fatal  than  its  course  in 
Southern  Europe.  In  Japan  59,000 
cases  have  been  reported,  of  which 
o7,000  have  resulted  in  death,  while 
in  Corea,  where  the  government  is 
much  less  emcient  and  statistics  are 
very  incomplete,  it  is  known  that  38,- 
600  people  in  ^^eoul,  a  city  of  250,000 
inhabitants,  have  died  of  cholera  in 
the  month  of  July  alone.  At  another 
town  6,000  deaths  were  reported  in 
one  month,  and  in  large  sections  of 
the  country,  the  mortality  has  been 
correspondingly  great.  These  figures 
show  what  cholera  can  do  in  its  breed- 
ing place  amid  the  filth  and  ignorance 
of  Asia. 

It  is  reported  that  the  constitution- 
ality   of     the     "Sweeney     Railroad 
Law"  in  Iowa  is  to    be  tested.    This 
law  requires  all  non-resident  corpora- 
tions to  domicile  in  Iowa,  its  main  ob- 
ject being  to    prevent    such    corpora- 
tions from  removing  litigation  against 
them  to    the    United    States  courts. 
Certain  of  the  railroads  have   refused 
to  comply  wfth  the  provisions  of   the 
law,    holding   that  it    violates   their 
constitutional  rights.    With  a  view  of 
having  the   constitutionality    of   the 
law  determined  as  speedily  as  possible, 
the  governor  of  Iowa  has  directed  the 
attorney  general  to  begin  suit  against 
some  of  the  delinquent  roads   in  the 
United  States  courts.    There  is    some 
talk  of  introducing  a  bill   at  the  next 
session  of  the  state  legislature  refusing 
the  right  of  eminent  domain   to   rail- 
road companies  which  ignore  the  law. 
This  would  prevent  the  eptepsipn   of 
^beir  lines.

rebord  of  tho  proiideat  pai-t  of  thilt  great  North- 
west whete  advance  In  all  that  constitutes 
national  prosperity  la  one  of  the  world's  mar- 
vels, such  results  achieved  by  faith,  courage 
and  energy  Indomitable,  in  large  measure  marit 
the  history  of  our  entire  country, 
especially  since  the  successful  is-ine 
He  reviewed  birlefly  ths  history  of  the  progress 
of  the  staje  .of,  Minnesota  during  the  past 
twenrf-'nvryears  and  paid  tribute  to  her  vast 
resourceH  and  developments.  His  idea  was  that 
lalwr  and  capital  should  be  combined  for  the 
common  good.  Labor  without  ca  pltal  Is  useless, 
and  capital  without  labor  is  In  the  same  situa- 
tion. They  slioUId  be  do-operatlve  and  never 
antagonistic.  The  condition  of  the  lal>orer 
of  the  present  .day  has  been  so  far 
ameliorated  from  that  of  former  times 
that  the  laborer  now  lives  better  than 
the  kings  of  England  In  past  ages,  which  only 

?oes  to  prove  that  this  condition  may  be  still 
urther  Improved.  It  Is  to  the  Interest  of  the 
country  that  the  standard  of  labor  and  laboring 
men  should  be  raised  to  the  highest,  and  it  is 
one  of  the  most  hopeful  signs  of  the  times  that 
lal>oring  men  are  participating  in  governmental 
affairs.  The  farmer  shcnid  be  classed  with  the 
lalxirlng  man,  and  is  entitled  to  tho  protection 
of  the  i«tate  In  matters  of  transportation.  The 
railroads  are  creatures  of  the  stale,  and  should 
be  subject  at  all  times  to  the  state's  control 
through  laws  enacted  for  their  government.

roads  are  entitled  to  the  consideration  and 
protection  of  the  people  so  far  as  the  capital  act- 
ually Invested  was  concerned,  bnt  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  state  at  all  times  to  keep  thorn  un- 
der control  and  .^ee  that  the  farmer,  bv  reanon 
of  exorbitant  exactions  bv  tho  railroad  compa- 
nies, was  not  deprived  of  the  first  profits  of  bis 
year's  labor  He  invited  the  consideration  of  tne 
convention  to  the  reconimendalion  mail?  by  the 
encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  'he  Repnb- 
llo  held  at  Faribault  fast  winlar  for  the  es'.nb- 
lishment  of  an  old  soldiers'  home  by  the  state. 
The  patriotic  people  of  Minnesota  and  the  R-s- 
pnbllcan  party  of  this  state  would  only  be  too 
glad  to  see  a  home  erected  for  the  dependent  and 
helpless  soldiers  of  the  late  war.  He  was  glad 
that  the  policy  of  vetoing  pension  bills  was  not 
Inaugurated  by  a  Republican,  but  bv  a  Demo- 
cratic president.

conllnued  aa  raitldly  as  la  consistent  with  a 
rcBsoiiab'e  lef  rii  ninm  such  capital  as  In  act-

We  demand  that  ttmnle  faws  should  be  en- 
acted tpr  the  proteciiofiof  sti  persons  engaged 
Jn  niinliig.  manufacturing,  and  otllCr  lal>or-em- 
p'.oylhg  Industries,  and  for  ample  indemnifictt' 
lion  of  Ions  or  injury  through  lack  of  proper 
safeguards  or  negligence,  and  that  the  employer 
Hhould  be  eiiuallv  liable,  whether  such  loss  or 
Injury  renult  from  the  negligence  of  the  em- 
j  lover  or  anv  servant  or  co-employe;  thai,  with- 
out lessening  the  penalties  upon  dcUnfiuent 
taxpayers,  it  should  be  made  forever  impossible 
under  color  of  law  or  of  any  legal  decisirm.  to 
rob  Ihe  humblest  citlzsn  of  his  home  by  means 
of  official  fraud,  negligence  or  incapacity. 

The  rights  and  etiulties  of  labor  must  consti- 
tute the  corner  stone  of  any  well  founded  state. 
For  advancing  the  interests  of  the  workingman 
the  Republican  party  pledges  Its  support  to  the 
following  principles:  It  is  unworthy  of  a  civil- 
ized state  that  there  should  exist  in  any  equality 
In  the  condition  of  capital  and  labor  before  the 
law.  or  that  the  admlniftratliJn  of  justloe  should 
lie  impeded  by  technicalities,  unjust  delays  or 
discriminations:  the  j)eople  should  reassert  and 
practically  enforce,  through  their  representa- 
tives, the  fnndatneritaj  principle  of  universal 
civic  and  industrial  ec^ualliy;  the  prison  labor  of 
tho  stale  should  not  be  employed,  under  the 
contract  system,  in  competition"  with  free  and 
honpst  workingmen;  while  it  Is  for  each  munic- 
ipality to  (decide  whether  It  will  prosecute  Its 
public  works  by  contraet  or  by  direct  employ- 
ment. In  either  case  the  wages  of  the  laborer 
should  be  made  an  adequate  remuneration  for 
his  toil.  The  legislature  should  establish  a  state 
l^nteaU ,  ()t  jaljor  statistics,  forbid  the  emplov- 
nieiit  of  young  children  in  laborious  occupations 
injurious  to  health  or  stiength,  should  Insist  on 
the  education  of  children  in  the  schools  and 
compel  employers  to  provide  safeguards  against 
danger  to  workmen  engaged  in  mines  and  facto- 
ries, and  to  render  indemnification  to  those  In- 
jured by  reason  of  absence  of  the  same;  arbitra- 
tion is  the  only  approved  method  of  settling  dif- 
ferences between  employer  and  employe,  and 
should  bo  adopted  and  enforced  by  appropriate 
legislation,  so  as  to  to  secure  in  all  disputes  au 
early,  fair  and  authoritative  settlement. 

That  compensation  should  lie  equal  without 
regajtl  to  sex  for  tlie  same  amount  and  quality 
of  work. 

The  producers  of  the  great  Northwest  demand 
a  lower  rate  of  taxation  upon  the  neceysaries  of 
life  than  that  of  the  war  period.  Wo  favor, 
therefore,  as  a  Just  and  necessary  lightening  of 
I  their  burdeus  and  an  aid  to  Iheir  prosiierlty.  an 
I  early  and  Judicious  revision  of  the  tariff,  with  a 
slmrlihcaiion  and  reduction  of  customs  duties; 
to  which  work  the  Republican  party,  bv  its  last 
national  platform,  stands  pledged  as  soon  as  the 
people  restore  to  it  control  of  congress. 

That  this  convention  approve  of  the  action  of 
the  majority  of  the  Minnesota  delegation  in  the 
honse  of  ropreSentaitves  of  the  United  States  In 
voting  to  consider  tlie  bill  for  tho  revision  of  the 
tariff. 

We  are  in  favor  of  a  genniaeTystem  of  reform 
sf  the  civil  service,  based  on  rhe  appointment  to 
onjce  after  proper  exauinatlon  of  men  of  capa- 
bility, honesty  and  fidelity,  and  we  commend 
the  civil  service  law  pa.s8ed  by  a  Republican 
congress  and  approved  by  a  Renoblican  execu- 
tive as  a  st^p  In  the  right  direction,  and  wo  ar- 
raign the  Democratic  party  for  an  ntter  disre- 
gard of  every  principle  of  civil  service  reform 
and  for  Its  brokeo  pledges. 

The  Republican  party  of  Minnesota  is  In  favor 
of  high  license,  local  option  and  a  rigid  enforce- 
ment ot  existing  laws  relating  to  the  liquor 
traffic. 

In  reaffirming  onr  unalterable  allegiance  to  tbe 
principle  that  the  right  of  a  people  to  self-gov- 
ernment is  Inalienable,  and  Its  denial  lyrranv. 
we  extend  onr  fraternal  sympathy  to  the  Irish

Jiera  present.  President CyrueD.  Northrop 
submitted  his  biennial  report,  wliich  is 
epitomized  oit  follows: 

There  were  It)  graduates  in  1885,  22  in 
1880;  total  graduates  eince  1873,  273. 
There  were  admitted  in  1884-85.  73  stu- 
dents; rejected,  75;  admitted  in  1885-86, 
143;  rejected,  50.  There  were  101  high 
school  certificates  presented  in  1884-85, 
and  330  in  1885-80. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number 
and  kinds  of  degrees  which  have  been  con- 
ferred by  this  university  since  its  organiza- 
tion: 

Bachelors  of  arts,  82;  science,  82;  litera- 
tufe,  SO;  civil  engineering,  15;  mechanics, 
3;  architecture,  2;  agriculture,  3;  medicine, 
3;  master  of  science,  1.

The  work  done  by  the  women  to  secure 
their  degrees  is  the  same  as  that  done  by 
the  men,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that,  aft- 
er twol  years' experience  of  the  "coeduca- 
tion of  the  sexes,"  I  know  of  nothing 
to  make  me  regret  the  presence 
here  of  both  gentleman  and  indies. 
The  number  of  students  in  attend' 
^nce  in  1884-85  was  slightly  greater  than 
In  188;i-84.  and  the  number  in  attendance 
fn  1885-80  was  nearly  one  hundred  great- 
er than  the  number  in  attendance  the  pre- 
ceding ye^f. 

The  president  reported  general  plans  for 
the  new  proposed  science  hall,  and  Upecifio 
plans  will  be  submitted  at  the  next  meet- 
ing. The  board  adjourned  to  meet  again 
Sept.  80  at  10  a.  m.

Remedies  fpr  the  Apple-Worm. 
As  a  large  share  of  tfee  frnit,  W|ith 
the  worm  ^till  within  it,  lalls  to  the 
ground,  the  picking  up  of  ih^se  wind- 
falls and,  feetling.  or  otherwise  destroy-^ 
in^  them,  or  ali<»wijng  th<;m  to  nc  gath- 
ered by  sw^ik;.  will  .naturally  siigg^i^t 
it'clf  as  .an  efficient  method.  Mann- 
fitftirer'*  of  vinegar  find  it  profitable  to 
|iirk  lip  and  prc.<i.s  all  windfalls;  titer 
yi<ld  a  juice  which  will  make  vinegar 
The  fact  /hat  mature  worms  searcli  for 
crevices  in  tho  bark  of  the  trunk,  in 
which  to  .^pin  and  undergo  their  tnns- 
foniiatious,  has  suggested  providing 
I  hem  with  artificial  shelter')  for  this 
purpose.  Pieces  of  oldcariMJt,  or  other 
woolen  fabric,  about  five  inches  wide, 
and  long  eiionoii  to  go  around  the 
trunk  and  lap,  are  fastened  with  a  Rt(^>at 
tnck.  These  bands  should  be  apfiiied 
the  lout  week  in  June  and  examine«l  the 
first  we';k  in  .July,  and  every  ten  days" 
thereafter.  Any  worms  or  coc'Km> 
that  may  Ix;  found  under  them  can  Ur 
killed  by  nmning  the  bands  through  a 
clotiies  wringer,  or  bv  crashing  them 
otherwise. 

Within  a  few  years,  the  Western 
orchnrdists  have  treated  the  apple-worm 
upon  tlie  principle  of  "nipping  in  the 
bud."  As  soon  as  the  young  fruit  is 
set.  the  tne  is  .sprayed  with  a  mixture 
of  Paris  green  and  water- one  pound 
of  the  jKi'son  to  fifty  gallons  of  water. 
Ths  is  thrown  into  tbe  tree  by  means 
of  a  spraying  or  sprinkling  engine,  in 
the  hope  tliat  a  drop  of  the  ])oisoned 
water  will  lodg.;  in  the  eyes  of  the 
young  apple.*.  Tlie  newly  hatched  ap- 
ple-worm, in  eating  ts  way  into  the  in- 
terior of  tlie  young  apple,  will  be  so 
cfiectivcly  jioisone  1.  that  it  mast  give 
up  its  task.  Should  the  small  amount 
of  Paris  green  reni;iin  upon  the  fruit, 
it  would  be  t(K>  harmful,  but  the  subse- 
quent rains  tiiaioii:jhIy  wash  it  away, 
so  that  there  can  b;  not  the  least  dan- 
ger in  using  the  po'.son  in  this  manner. 
The  chief  remedies  used  in  England 
are  barriers,  to  prevent  the  worms 
from  ascending  the  trees  to  spin. 
ILavy  paper  is  fastened  around  the 
trunks  and  smeared  with  tar;  this  and 
otlier  means  are  einployed  as  preventa- 
tives. —  Americaii  AgrictiUurisl. 


Typhoid  Fever. 

From  Vouth'a  Companion. 

Typhoid  fever  is  not  a  very  fatal 
disease.  As  it  is  one  of  the  "filth"  dis- 
eases, having  its  origin  in  unsanitary 
conditions, doubtless  its  rateof  mortal- 
ity would  be  still  less  were  it  not  that, 
in  a  very  large  number  of  cases,  the 
patients  are  treated  in  the  midst  of  the 
conditions  out  of  which  it  took  its  rise 
and  received  its  deadly  virulence. 

When  they  are  removed  to  a  hos- 
pital, the  dea\h-rate  is  not  one- hall 
what  it  is  outside,  and  that,  too, 
thoufjh  the  former  includes  many  re- 
ceived at  an  advanced  stage.  Of  four 
hundred  and  rorty-two  admitted  to 
the  hospital,  only  forty-seven  died— 
slightly  over  ten  per  cent.;  of  one 
thousand  tliree  hundred  in  the  city  at 
large  reported  to  the  Boston  Board  of 
Health,  there  were  two  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  deaths,  or  twenty-two  per 
cent.  But  even  the  latter  mortality 
pives  nearly  five  recoveries  to  one 
death. 

Says  Dr.  A.  L.  Mason.— a  high  au- 
1  hoiity,— in  a  paper  re.ad  before  the 
Boston  Society  for  Medical  Improve- 
ment, "Last  year  there  were  more 
deaths  from  whooping  cough  than  from 
typhoid  fever;  twice  as  many  from 
diphtheria,  a  comparatively  new  dis- 
ease iu  this  community;  and  six  times 
as  many  from  pneumonia." 

It  is  believed  by  many  that  typhoid 
fever  in  Boston  is  less  virulent  than 
formerly.  Such  a  result  would  natur- 
ally follow  from  the  improved  sanita- 
ry condition  of  the  city.  Perfect  san- 
itation ought  to  stamp  it  out  utterly, 
as  the  plague  of  London  was  stami>ed 
out. 

This  malady  used  to  be  called  the 
Fall  fever.  Tlie  name  i.s  still  apposite, 
as  sixty-fiveper  cent,  of  the  hospital 
cases  were  admitted  in  August,  Sep- 
tember and  October.  Its  relation  to 
the  season  is  not  by  any  means  un- 
derstood. 

In  most  cases  the  only  treatment 
needed  is  careful  nnd  abundant  feed- 
ing,—chieffy  milk,— intelligent  nursing, 
cold  sponging  and  an  occasional  med- 
icine, according  to  .symptoms.  This 
was  all  that  w.ts  needed  in  three  hun- 
dred out  of  the  four  hundred  and 
forty-two  ca.ses  at  the  hospital.  Many 
of  the  remainder  entered  at  late  peri- 
ods of  the  di.sease,  and  someinahope- 
less  condition.

Russian  Esprit  <Iu  Corps. 

Says  a  correspondent  of  the  NewYork 
Herald,  writinu*  from  Teheran,  Persia: 
"The  pfficera  who  have  done  the  best 
work  as  military  in-structors  here  are 
beyond  question  the  Russians.  The 
two  regiments  of  Cossacks  they  have 
formed  are  the  only  cavalry  worthy 
the  name  in  the  Persian  service.  The 
Russian  officers  I  have  talked  with 
here  and  in  the  Caucasus  are  highly 
intelligent  and  accomplished.  Their 
esprit  iiU  corps  is  best  illustrated  by 
the  following  .-itiecdote,  never  before 
published,  and  for  the  truth  of  which 
I  can  vouch:  A  Russian  grand  Duke 
in.suited  by  some  remark  tha  corps  of 
othcers  of  a  regiment  of  which  he  was 
the  nominal  head.  'It  is  impossible 
to  dein.md  an  explanation  from  hia 
imperial  highness.'  said  the  colonel. 
'We  mu.st  force  him  to  demand  one  of 
us.'  A  few  days  later  one  of  the 
oflicers  blew  out  his  braiu.s;,  .another 
week  ami  a  se<'ond  '-followed  his  ex- 
ample; a  week  later  a  third  had 
destroyed  him.self.  '  The  grand  duke 
realized  that  his  officers  preferred 
dekth  to  dishonor,  even  when  jt  came 
froYn'  him.  He  apologized  to  his 
officers .  for  his  hastiness,  and  the 
suicide  clab  ceased  td  draw  lQt«."     *

:ounts. 

H.  W.  Lamberton,  land  commissioner 
ot  the  Chicago  <fe  Nortwwestern  railway, 
has  created  quite  a  stir  among  squatters 
on  railroad  land  in  this  vicinity  by  serving 
them  all  with  a  30  days'  notice  to  purchase 
the  land  at  company's  terms  or  vacate. 
In  one  addition  to  the  city  of  Waseca, 
along  both  sides  of  the  railroad,  over  100 
dwellings  have  been  erected  on  railrond 
land,  mostly  by  railroad  employes  and 
people  of  the  poorer  classes.  These  build- 
ings will  all  have  to  be  moved  immediately 
unless  the  parties  occupying  purchase  the 
land  at  once. 

The  report  of  President  Northrup  to  the 
board  of  regents  of  the  state  university 
shows  that  the  institution  is  enjoying  a 
gratifying  degree  of  robust  prosperity. 

Col.  Hugh  Monro,  a  well  known  and 
highly  esteemed  citieen  of  Morris,  died  at 
St.  Luke's  hospital,  St.  Paul.  He  had  been 
in  failing  health  for  the  past  twoyear8,and 
at  last  resolved  to  undergo  a  surgical  op- 
sratlon.  He  went  to  St.  Paul  about  four 
weeks  since,  and  the  operation  wae  euc- 
zessfully  performed,  but  the  shock  proved 
too  great  and  death  ensued. 

The  Minnesota  railroad  commissioners 
have  achieved  a  notable  triumph  in  induc- 
ing the  Milwaukee  road  to  reduce  Its  pas- 
senger rates  to  three  cents  per  mile.  The 
reduction  extends  over  Wisconsin  and  Da- 
kota as  well  a«  Minnesota.

Stephen- 
son cried  aloud.  He  tenderly  lifted  tho 
exhausted  bird  from  the  floor,  the  worm 
it  had  so  long  and  bravely  struggled  to 
bring  to  its  home  and  voung  still  in  its 
beak,  and  carefully  fried  to  revive  if; 
but  all  hi.s  efl'orls  jiioved  in  vain.  It 
speedily  died,  and  the  great  man 
mourneil  for  many  a  d.iy.  At  that 
time  the  force  of  (Jeorge  Stephenson's 
mind  w.ts  changing  the  face  of  tiM 
earth,  yet  he  wept  at  the  sight  of  this 
dead  family,  and  was  deeply  grieved  be- 
cause he  himself  had  unconsciouslr 
been  the  cause  of  death.

Origin  of  Slanting  Roofs. 
To  find  the  source  from  which  Euro- 
pean nations  have   derived   the   art   «i 
building  in  stone,  we  must  look  to  tbe 
land  of  the  Pharaohs.     From  Egypt  the 
craft  pas.sed  to   Greece,  and   from   the 
(Jreeks  it  w.xs  t.akeu  up  by  the  Romans, 
to  be  by  them  disseminated  through  tho 
north  and  west  of  Europe  in   the   pro- 
cess of  colonization.     The  similarity  m 
regard  to  the  constructive  parts  of  the 
ancient   Greek     buildings   to  some   of 
those  found  in  Egypt  of  older  date,  af- 
fords strong  conlirmation  of  the  tradi- 
tion  that  the  (ireek.s  borrowed  the  art 
from  the  Egypt'an.'.     The  (ireeks.  how- 
ev(M-,  in  adopting  it  added  a   new   fea- 
ture,   the  pediiuent.  and  the  reason  for 
this  addition  is    easy  to   find.     Egypt  is 
pract"c:dly  rainless.     All  the  protection 
from  the  climate  required  in   a   paiaco 
or   temple   in   such  a  country  is  shelt*?r 
from  the  sun  by  d.ay  and  from  the  cold 
by  night,  and  for  ths  a  Hat   roof,    sup- 
])orteil  by  walls,  or  pilars   with  archi- 
traves, is   (juite  .tuflicient;  but.  as  when 
in  all  European  countries,  rain   h.as    to 
be  taken  into  account.,  a  slanting  r©of 
beionvfi  necessary.     The  Greeks,  with 
the  r  eyes  for  sym;netry,    provided   for 
this  by  forming  the  roof  with  a  centrri 
ridge,    at  an  obtuse  angle,  from  which 
it  sloped  tlown  etpially  on  either  side. 
The  triangular  space   thus   formed   at 
the  end  of  the  building   above    the    ar- 
chilrave  was  occupied  by  the  pediment, 
and  this  p:u-t  of  the  facailc,  which  owed 
hs  birtli  to  th.!    exigencies  of   ctiniate. 
was  thenceforth    regarded  as  so  esseo- 
tinl  to  the  artistic  eompletcues*  of   the 
work    that  it   was  said  that  if  a  temple 
were  to  Ije  ereotcd  in  the   celestial    re- 
g  on.s,  where  rain  would  not  be  possilde, 
the  pediment  could  not   be   omitted.— 
Popu'ar  Science  Monthly.

Aiiicrienn  Woiiicu  in  London. 

Mrs.  John  Sherwood,  of  New    York, 

one  of  (he  social  leaders  of  the  metrop- 
olis, wrote  to  the  Boston  Traveler  a 
letter  on  the  position  of  the  American 
woman  in  London.  Mrs.  Sherwood 
opens  her  letter  by  saying:  "1  have 
been  asked  by  many  Americans  to  de- 
fine, if  I  can,  why  some  American 
women  succeed  in  England  and  some 
do  not;  what  is  the  aimilet  some  wear 
on  their  breasts,  what  'Open,  sesame,' 
they  use.  what  criterion  decides,  wheth- 
er or  not  the  charmed  portals  fly  open 
or  remain  shut;  also,  why  a  second' 
class  milliner  from  a  third-rate  town, 
enters  the  charmed  cii'cleof  the 'Prince 
of  W.ales's  set,'  ruling  it,  perhaps,  and 
why  again  the  most  carefully  intro- 
duced daughter  of  a  Now  York  old 
family  will  fall  as  a  dead  weight  on 
pjiglish  society,  and  who,  although 
doors  are  opened  to  her,  finds  hersell 
jostled  and  pushed  out  by  the 
second  class  milliner.    This  is  a  great 

Froblem  in  social  ethics.  Then,  again, 
have  been  asked  why  a  woman  oi 
first-rate  intelligence  and  good  social 
position,  from  perhaps  one  of  our  best 
cities,  goes  tibroad  and  receives  no  es- 
pecial promotion,  while  another,  cer- 
tainly not  her  superior,  enters  the  en- 
vied portals,  and  receives  far  more 
recognition  for  her  talents  than  her 
less  fortunate  friend,  or  than  she  would 
receive  at  home.  Again  I  am  asked 
why  do  some  rich  women  succeed,  and 
why  do  some  other  rich  women  fail? 
If  the  golden  key  can  unlock  e-xclusive 
doors,  as  it  has  done  in  the  past  sum- 
mer for  some,  why  does  it  not  for  oth- 
ers. One  conspicuous  example  of  fail- 
ure, and  one  of  success,  in  this  compe- 
tition, amused  and  s.rtick  all  foreign- 
ers in  thesc.ason  of  18S6.  Then,  again 
the  eternal  (juestion  is  asked,  why  do 
adventuresses  succeed?  Why  are 
people  received  in  London  society 
who  would  have  no  place  in  thtir 
own  city  at  home?"  Instancing  one 
exceptional  c.a.se,  where  an  American 
woman  of  brains,  birth,  and  breeding 
failed  to  achieve  social  success,  Mrs. 
f^hei  wood  says:  "I  think  in  this  in- 
stance the  lady  made  the  mistake  ol 
supposing  that  she  carried  her  conse- 
quence with  her.  Now,  no  woman 
does  that.  No  English  person  cares 
whether  an  American  woman  is  the 
richest  person  in  San  Franci.'co,  or 
the  most  fashionable  leader  in  Peoria, 
or  the  greatest  licht  in  Boston,  or  the 
queen  of  New  York— to  them  all  these 
names  are  blanks.  They  meet  an 
American  woman  as  they  would  an 
.Vustralian  or  an  Italian.  The  city  ol 
London  is  too  cosmopolitan  for  ar.y 
such  distinctions  to  be  of  con.sequence."

]public  the  Louisiana  Brigade  carried 
the  day  and  responded  with  cheers  to 
Jackson's  command:  "The  battery 
must  be  taken'"  General  Taylor  was 
hot  agreat  admirer  of  Jackson,  whom 
he  described  as  a  man  given  over  to 
lemon  sucking  and  prayers.  On  this 
occasion,  riding  on  the  flank  of  his 
column  between  it  and  the  hostile  line, 
he  saw  Jackson  beside  him.  Taylor 
did  not  consider  that  this  was  the 
place  for  the  commander  of  the  army, 
and  ventured  to  tell  him  so,  but  ho 
paid  no    attention    to    the  remark. 

"We  reached  a  shallow  tJenressioii 
where  the  enemy  could  depress  his 
guns,"  said  General  Taylor;  "and  his 
fire  became  close  and  fatal.  Many 
men  fell  and  the  whistling  of  shot  and 
phell  occasioned  much  ducking  of  heads 
ih  the  column.  This  ahhbyed  me  no 
little  as  it  was  but  child's  play  to  the 
work  immediately  in  hand.  Always 
an  admirer  of  delightful  I'ncle  Toby, 
I  had  contracted  the  most  vilanous 
habit  of  his  beloved  army  in  Flanders, 
and,  forgetting  Jackson's  presence, 
ripped  out,  'What  the  hades  are  you 
dodging  for?  If  there  is  any  more  of 
it  you  will  be  halted  under  this  fire  for 
an  hour?'  The  sharp  tones  of  a  famil- 
iar voice  produced  the  desired  effect' 
and  the  men  looked  ns  if  they  had 
swallowed  ramrods;  bur.  I  shall  never 
forget  the  reproachful  surjiiise  ex  press- 
ed in  Jackson's  face.  He  placed  a 
hand  on  my  shoulder,  and  said  in  a 
gentle  voice'  'I  am  afraid  you  are  a 
wicked  fellow,'  turned,  and  rode  back 
to  the  pike."

Disposal  of  Psblle  LsndK. 

The  following  abstract  of  the  report 
of  the  commissioner  of  the  gener- 
al land  office  will  show  con.siler- 
able  change  in  land  sales  and  entries  over 
last  year  and  there  is  a  noticeable  differ- 
ence in  the  entries  in  various  localities. 
The  total  number  of  entries  for  the  year 
reached  227,474, against  245,524  in  1885, 
286,813     in        1884      and      220,088      in 

1883.  From  the.se  transactions  the 
cash  receipts  of  the  government 
amount  to  $7,412,707,  against  SS,- 
619,596.32  for  1885,  $12,779,130.33    for 

1884,  and  $11,705,765.05  for  1883.  Tha 
total  expenses  of  the  department  for  the 
year  for  these  transactions  amounted  to 
$625,234.  The  numlier  of  acres  of  land 
disposed  of,  compared  with  the  previous 
four  years  is  as  follows: 

1886.  20.991, 9G7;  1885,  20,113,663; 
1884,  26,834,€f41;  1883,  19,0H5,68:i. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  land  oflicc 
has  disposed  in  five  years  of  100,974,134 
acres  of  land.  The  number  disposed  of 
this  year  is  an  increase  of  last  year  of 
878,304  acres,  and  a  decrease  of  nearly 
6,000,000  acres  over  1884.  The  p.nst 
year  the  acreage  and  entries  of  lands  dis- 
posed of  fell  off  in  Dakota  and  increased 
greatly  in  Western  Kansas  and  Nebraska.
